ARMY HONOR AT STAKE. 


Despite Excuses Found for Man 
Who Issued the “Kill and 
Burn“ Edict He Must 
Be Punished. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—[{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has admonished Brig. 
Gen. Jacob H. Smith and ordered his retire- 
ment from service under the age limit regu- 
lations, 

The direct cause of Gen. Smith's retire- 
ment was his order to Maj. Waller, a verbal 
order, to “ kill and burn” in Samar and to 
spare no natives over 10 years of age. 

The President and Secretary Root agree 
that Gen. Smith's intemperate language was 
due in a great measure to his advanced age 
and his long series of trials and hardships 
during the Philippines campaign. 

The action taken by the president is based 
upon the finding of the court martial which 
tried Gen. Smith, submitted to him by Sec- | 
retary Root. The punishment of Gen. Smith 
is mitigated in view of his long and efficient 
service and because his kill and burn order 
was not generally regarded by officers under 
hig command, and only eleven natives hav- 
ing been executed without trial under direc- 
tion of Maj. Waller. 


Roosevelt’s Comments on Case.

LAKE SWED? BY BIG WAYE 


SHORE RESIDENTS SCARED BY 
FREAK OF THE WATER. 


Recedes Three Feet and Then Sweeps 
In Suddenly to Four Feet Above the 
Normal, Tossing Boats and Threat- 
ening Human Lives—Wise Ones Call 
It a Swiss Seiche and Blame Atmos- 
pheric Pressure for the Phenome- 
non—Weather Man Explains It All. 


* 
Chicago had a Swiss visitor yesterday. 
when a “ seiche —à phenomenon known to 
Geneva and other Swiss lakes—made its ap- 
pearance on Lake Michigan. The results 
were alarming and puzzling, and promised to 
be damaging. 

In a queer convulsion the lake sent a big 
wave landwards, and residents along the 
shore suddenly found the water tapping at 
their doorsteps. 

The antic was inexplicable to them, as 
there had been no warning, and frightened 
women for a moment thought they could see 
their homes disappearing in a tidal wave. 
Many telephoned for their husbands down- 
town, but by the time the men had reached 
their residences the water had receded. 

All along the lake front the waves swept 
up against breakwaters or over the beach. 
Steamers were tossed about at their docks, 
smaller craft were thrown on the shore, boats 
were broken, and in several instances loss of 
life was narrowly averted. 

Two boys bathing north of Lincoln park 
were saved after they had been carried out 
by the receding wave. A fisherman was res- 
cued by the Evanston life saving crew, and 
another bather, an Evanston boy, was pulled 
out of the water as he was in danger of 
drowning. 

Caused by Air Pressure. 

At the weather bureau the cause of the 
lakes convulsion was plainly shown. The 
barometer indicated a sudden high pressure, 
followed by an equally suddendrop. A wave 
of heavy atmospheric pressure passed over 
the city, and as it struck the lake, moving 
from west to east, the water was pushed 
back. With the pressure released the wave 
came rushing back and dashed up over the 
land and then receded to the normal water 
line. 

As the high pressure drove the water out 
there was a recession of three feet below 
normal. As the return wave came back the 
water went four feet above normal, making 
a total rise of seven feet—all within a com- 
paratively short time. 

This phenomenon is known to the Swiss 
as selche, to the Germans as see-biir.”” 

The first phase of the phenomenon was not 
observed by so many. The water line of the 
lake simply dropped about three feet. This 
was close to 10 o’clock in the morning. On 
the shallow beaches it was observable that 
the lake was far from its normal condition, 
but no especial attention was attracted until 
the big wave came in. 

This wave rolled steadily up the shore, 
where it had free access, carrying boats, 
timbers, and waste into the yards of regi- 
dents along the north shore, swept into the 
harbor and up the river, tossing the big 
steamers at their docks. Boats at the Chi- 
cago and Columbia Yacht clubs were tors 
— 


Park Lagoon Drained. 

When the water receded under the baro- 
metric pressure the Lincoln park lagoon 
was drained. When the wave came in 
again some of the frail racing shells were 
broken in two. 

A fisherman named Newton was carried 
in a boat past the Evanston life saving 
station and the crew put out in a boat to 
rescue him. William Duddley, a boy, was 
caught by the receding wave while in bath- 
ing. He was rescued by H. C. Smith. The 
wave also caused consternation among the 
bathers on the beach above Lincoln park, 
but prompt work on the part of the attend- 
ants prevented loss of life. Two boys were 
caught just as they were being carried out 
into the lake. 

Along the north shore the phenomenon 
was attended by less serious features. The 
residents became aware that something@as 
doing out on the lake when they found 
that the water had come up to their front 


on their sidewalks. 


Asked to Suppress the Seiche. 

“They got frightened at my house,” said 
W. F. Monroe, 142 Kenesaw terrace, “ and 
telephoned for me to come home, that the 
lake was running over the premises. I 
don’t know just what they expect me to 
do about it. When I got out there the water 
had gone back to its normal position, but 
my boat was standing in the flower bed. It 
had been carried up from the shore and de- 
posited in the yard.“ 

Along the shallow beaches of the north 
shore the wave came in as far as 400 feet, 
it was said by some of the residents who 
saw it threatening to engulf their property. 

At the life saving station at the mouth of 
the harbor it was stated that the fall of the 
‘water had been noticed and that it went down 
three feet under barometric pressure. The 
return, it was sald, was not with great sud- 
denness, but that the water came running 
back until it was four feet above normal. 


Weather Man Explains It All. 

Forecaster Walz at the weather bureau 
said that from the indications of the barome- 
ter it was apparent that eqmetping was hap- 
pening on the lake. 

“The barometer rose suddenly,” he said, 
showing a high pressure and then dropped 
gust as suddenly. The high pressure passed 
from west to east and simply pushed the 
water back as it hit the lake, goingeast. As 
the pressure was released the water came 
back In a wave. | 

It was probably one of the results of the 
storms in the Dakotas. We had danger sig- 
nals hung out all day on account of the at- 
mospheric conditions which are apt to make 
the lake unsafe.“ 

The phenomenon is well known on the 
Swiss lakes and on the Baltic. The Swiss 
know it as “ seiche —from siccus, dry. To 
the Germans the disturbances on the Baltic 
have been known as “ see-bar,”” which has 
been Angticized as sea bear.“

PAUL REDIESKE 
LOSES HIS MIND. 


Well Known North Side Poli- 
tician and Dreyer Victim 
Is Detained at a Po- 
lice Station. 


BANK CRASH TAKES CASH. 


Former x orth Town Collector 
and Park Superintendent Is 
Broken Down by Mis- 
fortune, 


Paul Redieske, well known as a north side 
politician, was taken last night to the Bast 
Chicago avenue police station suffering from 
dementia. The County court will inquire 
today into the exact state of his mind and 
decide what shall be the proper disposition 
of his case. 

The misfortune of Mr. Redieske is traced by 
his friends back to the E. 8. Dreyer bank 
failure, and adds one more to the list of 
tragedies growing out of that crash. 

Mr. Redieske has not held public office since 
the appointment of the present board of 
Lincoln park commissioners, when he was 
succeeded by Mr. Warder as superintendent 
@f the park. Heheld that position during the 
later years of the Tanner administration. 


Loses Cash as Town Collector. 

The first public position Mr. Redieske held 
was an elective one—north town collector. 
Previous to that he had been e with 
his father in the printing business at 99 Cly- 
bourn avenue, an enterprise that is still con- 
ducted at that place. 

As collector for the north town he had 
$27,000 on deposit in the Dreyer bank when 
that institution closed its doors in Decem- 
ber, 1896. The crash was so complete that 
he recovered none of that money. 

The amount was made good to the town 
funds by Mr. Redieske himself, but in doing 
so he had to sacrifice all his property, includ- 
ing his residence. 

At the appearance of Dreyer before the 
grand jury Mr. Redieske was a witness, and 
there he showed symptoms of great depres- 
sion and evinced much bitterness toward 
the banker. That, his friends say, was the 
beginning of his broken health. Since then 
he has been unable to recover his fortune. 

During the last year, since leaving the 
service of Lincoln park, he has made his 
headquarters at the office in Clybourn ave- 
nue. 


Picked Up by Police. 

Yesterday afternoon Detective Sergeant 
MeDonald of the Central station found him 
wandering about the downtown districts in 
a demented condition and took him in charge. 
His friends were notified and it was decided 
to place him over night in the Hast Chicag® 
avenue station, pending action today by 
Judge Carter. 

Mr. Redieske was taken to the station at 
7 p. m. 

Mr. Redieske’s residence has been with his 
family at 24 Cari street. He is 40 years of 
age. 

At the residence last night no one was found 
who could give the details of his ailment.

the litigants. ‘“‘One of the abuses of our 
police court system is the frequency with 
which the word of God is broken. Men who 
are pillars of churches and women who never 
mise an early morning mass come to this 
court and swear black lies against their fel- 
low beings, and go away with tranquil con- 
sciences. 

„I see the need of some new form which 
will impress upon these men and women the 
sanctity of the oath administered by a civil 
authority. Let there be bibles piled on the 
justice desks, and when the oath is taken 
let the witness kiss the cover of the sacred 
book. It might do some good.“

and Walks to Grave with Hand on

Cambridge, Md., July 16.—[Special.}—The 
funeral of James A. McAllister, which took 
place here yesterday, was the occasion of one 
of the most remarkable demonstrations of 
‘affection and friendship ever witnessed here. 

Ten years ago Tong Jack, a; Chinaman, 
opened his little washing shop. in a build- 
ing adjoining the home of Mr. McAllister, 
‘and for a while was much persecuted by 
neighborhood boys.

WEST SIDE MAN PUTS THE TRILBY 
GANG TO ROUT. 


In Resenting an Insult to His Wife H. 
A. Davis, 310 Ohio Street, Wounds 
Young Edward Coughlin with His- 
Own Revolver After He Himself Has 
Been a Target for Three Bullets— 
Injured Man Taken to Hospital; His 
Condition Critical. 


In resenting an insult to his wife H. A. 
Davis, an inspector for the Western Electric 
company, last night shot and dangerously 
wounded Edward Coughlin with the same 
revolver with which Coughlin had fired three 
times at him. 

The shooting occurred in front of Davis’ 
house, 310 West Ohio street, shortly after 9 
o'clock. According to the West Chicago 
avenue police Coughlin is a member of the 
“Trilby gang.“ - 

Mr. Davis and his wife were sitting in 
front of their house when half a dozen young 
men appeared on the sidewalk. Their lan- 
guage Was such that Davis asked them to 
move along. The reply was jeers, and Davis 
started toward the fellows. Two of the 
hoodlums struck him and Davis fought them 
all, knocking two of them to the sidewalk, 
when Coughlin drew a revolver from his 
pocket and fired at Davis threetimes. None 
of the shots took effect. 


Shot with His Own Gun. 


Davis grappled with Coughlinand snatched 
the revolver from his hand. Coughlin struck 
him a blow in the face. Davis pulled the 
trigger and the bullet took effect in Cough- 
lin’s left breast; lodging in the lung. Then 
the other members of the “ gang” took to 
their heels. 

Mrs. Davis had run down the street, calling 
for police. Mr. Davis went to the West Chi- 
cago avenue station and surrendered. He 
was held pending a hearing this morning. 

Coughlin ran to Bickerdyke and Ohio 
streets, where he was found almost fainting 
by Daniel Mahoney, Hubbard Gores, and 
Hugh McCarthy, young boys. They led 
him to the office of Dr. M. C. Moran, 500 
Grand avenue. From there he was removed 
to his home, 3095 West Kenzie street, where 
he was found by the police and taken by 
them to the county hospital. The attending 
surgeons said that his injury was serious, 


Police Make an Arrest. 

Emil Linquist, one of the leaders of the 
„ Trilbies,“ was arrested later by the po- 
lice, who say he was one of the party that 
attacked Davis. Linguist was all out of 
breath from a hard run, and was coming 
from the direction of the shooting. 

“The men had insulted my wife in their 
talk in front of my house and would not 
move away, so I had to go after them,” 
Davis said at the station. ‘I did not shoot 
until I had been fired at three times by the 
young man whose revolver I took from 
him. I do not see how I escaped being hit, 
for he seemed to shoot directly at me.” 


MUNCIE, IND., HAS OFFER OF 
8500. 000 FOR UNIVERSITY. 


F. A. Palmer of New York Proposes to 
Endow Educational Institution on 


Terms Which May Be Accepted. 
* 


Laporte, Ind., July 16.—[Special.]—F. A. 
Palmer of New York has offered to found a 
university at Muncie and endow it with 
$500,000. He imposes conditions, and if they 
are accepted he will proceed without delay 
to establish a college for the higher educa- 
tion of young men and women. 

Francis Asbury Palmer was one of the 
organizers of the National Broadway bank 
to 1849. He was made its first president and 
retained that place until last October, when 
he retired. He was born in November, 1842. 
Mr. Palmer has always been a contributor 
to charities and to educational institutions, 

Among his largest benefactions was a gift 
of $500,000 to the Starkey seminary at Eddy- 
town, N. J., and $30,000 to the Palmer college 
of Le Grand, Ia. When he resigned the 
presidency of the Broadway Nationa! bank, 
New York, he distributed $20,000 among the 
employés. 

Mr. Palmer has no children, and a grand- 
niece who lived with him and his wife from 
girlhood was until last year generally re- 
garded as his heiress. She is a daughter of 
Dr. Lewis of this city, who married a niece 
of Mr. Palmer. When she was 21 years old 
she married Miller Crampton of this city. 
She was married a second time three years 
ago to Samuel D. Rockwell, the son of a coal 
merchant, but because of the known aver- 
sion of Mr. Palmer to second marriages they 
kept the wedding from the knowledge of Mr. 
Palmer until last November. 

Mr. Palmer did not hesitate to express his 
displeasure and intimated to his friends that 
he intended to change his will.

MAKE KIOLBASSA 
ADMIT BAD WORK 


Aldermen Secure Some Start- 


ling Admissions of Faulty 
City Building In- 
spection. 


COMMISSIONER ON STAND. 


Tells of Finding His Assistants 
in Saloons and Discloses 
Haphazard Office 

Methods. 


Evidence that Chicago’s building depart- 
ment is conducted on a slipshod system 
which allows of building violations on every 
hand came from the lips of Building Commis- 
sioner Peter Kiolbassa himself before the 
city ceuncil’s special investigating commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon. 

This municipal official admitted that the 
records of his department are incomplete 
and that no systematic rules govern the ac- 
tions of building and elevator inspectors. 
Such conditions, it was charged by the ex- 
amining aldermen, allow the inspectors of 
this department to loaf when they please, 
to deceive their superiors deliberately, and 
to allow even the commonest rules of safety 
to be disregarded by unscrupulous con- 
tractors and building speculators without 
fear of detection. 

here is a good deal of room for improve 
ment in that department,” was the commis-' 
sioner’s admission. 

Mr. Kiolbassa's own testimony did not con- 
trovert in any points the charges of the 
Chicago Architects’ Business association | 
that scores of flat buildings in Chicago, with 
their flimsy constructions hidden by p 
menace to public safety. 


Kiolbassa Offers Excuses. 

Mr. Kiolbasea sought only to present er- 
cuses for the conditions prevailing in his dew! 
partment. He held that his force of inspect~. 
ors was too small and a moment later evi- 
dence was broug ht out that the men now on 
duty are “ solkdiering.” It was shown that 
there were no records on many days of any 
work done by certain of the fifteen men who 
draw salaries as inspectors. One inspector, 
Laughlin, was shown to have “ inspected ”’ 
two buildings within two blocks of each other 
and entered that asa day’s work. 

It there is no more work than that,” said 
Ald. Litzinger of the committee when the 
session was closed, then there are too many 
inspectors now.” 

Mr. Kiolbassa made no effort to concealbany 
of the siipshod methods of the department. 
He admitted that inspectors had not reported 
violations which they should have seen. 
He admitted their failure to see these faults 
was sufficient to be formally charged as “neg~ 
lect of duty.“ He finally made the admin- 
siom that it had taken calamities like the 
burning of the St. Luke sanitarium, with a 
loss of twelve lives, to bring out the fact that 
inspectors were negligent or incompetent. 


Little Check on Inspectors. 

The head of the department conceded prac« 
tically that each inspéctor was allowed te 
construe his own interpretation of points in 
the building ordinanées, as no written in- 
structions on any disputed phase had ever 
been issued. His order, as a rule, was 
Carry out the ordinances.” 


That inspectors followed this rule was a 7 


question which brought a different answer. 
It is pretty hard to keep track of the in- 
spectors,”’ admitted Mr. Kiolbassa. “ I have 
gone out after them at times. 
“Yow have had occasion, then, to watch 
them?” asked Ald. Litzinger. 
“ Yes, I have occasions all right,” was 
reply. “I have had occasions to catch! 
spectors in saloons. But I always told the 
if it happened again they would have to get’ 
off the force.“ 
Mr. Kiolbassa put up little defense for 
himself except to cry “ politics.” 


“They seem to be trying to get political 


capital out of thie attack,” he asserted, — 
Leininger Directs the Defense. 


In fact, the defense of the witness was en- | 


gineered chiefly by Ald. Leininger, the only 
democrat on the investigating committee, 
who challenged Chairman Snow at many 
points, finally winding up by charging him 
with not being fair to the building commis- 
sioner. — 

Henry Lord Gay, chairman of the publie 
action committee of the Architects’ associa- 
tion, and other members of that body were 
in the room when Mr. Kiolbassa denied their 
charges that he had not paid attention to 
their complaints. It was members of this 
organization who on Tuesday told of “ fire 
walls through which umbrellas could be 
driven and of “fireproof” walle made of 
wood studding, wood lath, and plastering. 

„The trouble with these men,” declared 
Mr. Kiolbassa, is that after I got into thad 
office they came in there and I told them 
wouldn’t recognize every Tom, Dick, 
Harry; that I recognized only the m 
and city council. There wae a lot of archiq 
tects’ societies and other self-constituted so- 
cleties that camee up there and “ranted 
dictate to me and I wouldm’t have K. Th 
came in there and spread themselves ut 
their feet on the chairs, and began to tell me 
all about the department. I thought I had 
sense enough to run it and I told them se.” 

“But you admit, I believe, Mr. Lommis 
sioner,’ said Ald. Snow, that those records 
in your office are not as they ought to be?” 


Admits Room for Improvements . 

Not as they ought to be,” was the prompt 

rep’y. ‘There is a good deal of room for 
improvement in that department.” 

Then it was shown that eleven hospitals 
are running in Chicago without permits, 
but the present commissioner was not held 
responsible for all this, as much of it oc’ 
curred before his induction into office. He; 
admitted that the St. Luke society’s “ sani-, 
tartum fire had brought close inspection, 
and sweeping alterations in many of these 
hospitals. 

“ Can you explain why these changes were 
not ordered before that time?” insisted Ald. 
Snow. 

„The inspectors didn’t consider them vio- 
lations,” was the reply. 

„Did those inspectors neglect their duty 
in not considering them violations?” 

“T think so, sometimes,” 

In the face of these admissions of faults 
the investigators then challenged the right 
of Mr. Klolbassa to hold the position of) 
building commissioner under the ordinances, 
of the city. 

“Can you, in the course of business, pass 
on plans and determine if ordinances are, 
complied with?” asked Ald. Snow. 

“ Yes, sir,“ was the quick reply. 

Are you a practicable man in that diree~ 
tion?” 


\ “Iam, yes, sir. I consider myself as goog 
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as any of them. That is, I am not an archi- 

tect, but I have bullt lots of buildings of my 

own, and I have erected several buildings, 

and good buildings, too.” 

How do you mean that you 
uildings ! broke in Ald: LAtzinger. “ As 

an owner or aga contractor?“ 

“Well, as a contractor would,” was the 
reply—" building for myself.“ 

Were you in the building business?” add- 
ed Ald. Snow. 

“ Yes, sir; I wrote my own specifications 
Ana plans—that is, I didn’t make plana, but I 
examined plans for myself and for my fa- 
ther-in-law and for a good many of my 
neighbors.”’ 

Then Ald. Snow continued: “ Mr. Com- 
missioner, don’t you know that section 2 of 
the building ordinance provides that the 
tommissioner of buildings shall be an ex- 
perienced architect, civil engineer, 23 
er, and shall not be engaged in- other 
business?“ 

IJ am not engaged in any other business,” 
put in Mr. Kiolbassa, quickly. 

Do you fall under the head of an experi- 
‘enced builder?“ 

“ Yes, so the council judged when they con- 
firmed,” answered the commissioner. 


a May Attack His Eligibility. 

Members of the committee may make a 
recommendation to the council in their re- 
port that Mr. Kiolbassa’s right to the title 
is not clear. 

It was immediately after this that Chair- 
man Snow turned the inquiry to the fact that 
written instructions as inspectors as to how 
to interpret disputed phases of the law had 
never been issued. 

“Why was there not a proper writte1 

‘classification instead of merely verbal?“ 
asked the alderman. 

I did not see any reason for it,“ returned 
the commissioner, with some show at tem- 
wil at being repeatedly questior-d on this 

t. 
“But the law requires that written in- 


structions shall be given,“ began Ald. Snow, 


when Ald. Leininger interrupted: 

“Mr. Chairman, I think you are going 
too for,“ he said. I think the inspectors 
are supposed to be practical men, and each 
has the building ordinance to go by.” 

The drafters of the ordinance,” returned 
Ald. Snow, * evidently thought that the com- 
missioner should prescribe rules and regu- 
lations.”’

Has Tried to Do the Best. 

I have tried to run that office as straight 
as any man could,“ asserted Commissioner 
Kiolbassa, when the questioning began. 
“TI only got in there in 1901, and ever since 
I got in there I have had more reform than 
was ever done before, and I am not ashamed 
of the conduct of my office. When these 
architects assert that they could never catch 
me in my office I want to say that that is a 
lie, because I am there every ‘morning at 
o'clock.” 

We could never even get in the office,”’ 
jwas the comment of Mr. Gay, who sat 
near. 

Mr. Kiolbassa declared that no plans 
were received by his office unless they com- 
plied with the law in every way. 

“The plans are all right,“ he asserted, 
“but I can’t watch all the buildings in the 
city of Chicago. It is impossible with my 
force.“ 

He added that from 100 to 200 buildings 
are being constructed all the time to be in- 
spected by fifteen men. 

In conversation with me shortly after 
this committee was appointed,“ said Ald. 

Snow, “you remarked that your depart- 
ment had no control over that St. Luke so- 
ciety’s sanitarium because the building had 
been bullt prior to the passage of the ordi- 
nance. Have you changed your mind on 
that point?“ 

I've not changed my mind as to the re- 
construction of the building.“ was the an- 
wer, “but I have changed my mind that 
the inspector ought to have reported that 
the building was changed from a hotel to a 
sanitarium.”’ 

Might Have Saved Many Lives. 

Had this been done, members of the com- 


mittee admitted, the disaster might have 
been averted. The failure of the head of the 


‘building department to receive such reports 


was dwelt on at length, the methods of en- 
tering reports being closely inquired into. 
The commissioner had to send for the blanks 
to help him to answer questions. Inspector 
Price had inspected the St. Luke sanitarium 
elevator on April 4 last, just before the fire, 
but the commissioner did not recollect what 
his report said. 

It he had reported the shaft out of con- 
dition,” was asked, would not you have 
been able to stop useoftheelevator?’ | 

Tes, I have the right.“ was the reply. 
“I have much trouble in enforcing such an 
order, though. I issued orders in many cases 
about two weeks ago, and about fifty came in 
with one excuse and another. It’s the same 


way with fre escapes—they all have ex- 
cuses. 


Take Up the St. Luke Report. 

Mr. Kiolbasea admitted he had not geen 
Price’s report on the St. Luke elevator until 
after the fire and that Price a few days ago 
Was suspended for not calling proper atten- 
tion to his feport that the elevator shaft 
was lined with wood. While the commis- 
sioner was absent securing records from his 
department Ald. Leininger undertook to 
charge Architect Gay and the association 
with having lobbied to get one of their num- 
ber into the place of building commissioner 
when the last change in the office was made, 
but this was warmly denied. 

Ad. Snow entered at length into Price’s 
report. which was made against the St. Luke 
society. and Inspector Holway’s report of 
six months previous, which showed that the 
building wae used as a hotel. 

But those reports show that the buildi 
had changed hands,” contended Ald. Snow.

Price made a mistake, which I saw,” was 
the commissioner’s reply, and I brought 
him to account. He was neglectful in re-

of two inspectors are on file in your office and 
_ show a change in the use of the building or

“The inspector is responsible,” returned 
the commissioner, and I am responsible if

Have 
the inspectors found violations?’

All these changes were ordered for the 
safety of the occupants?”

End of the Freight Handlers’

After. a ten days’ struggle the Chicago 


‘freight handlers’, strike for an 18 per cent 


increase in wages ended yesterday. 


The 7,000 men who quit work on July 7 be- 
Fan to return to the freighthouses in the 
morning. During the afternoon hundreds of 
others flocked back, seeking ‘reinstatement 
in their'jobs. Most of them were given work 
by the.railroads at the same terms the man- 


agers offered’ them on July 1, and which the 


workingmen, influenced by their officers, bad 
héretofore rejected. The result was a defeat 
‘for’ President Curran’s crusade. 

The track and commission drivers; who had 
aided the freight handlers in tying. up the 
city,, resumed: their. avoeation in compliance 
with the order of Presigent Albert Young of 
the Teamsters’. National union. In neariy 
every, instance in the morning, however, the 
truck drivers refused to deliver the loads 
‘of freight they hauled to the freighthouses 
until the old men appeared to receive tnem. 
When the faces of the strikers appeared on 
the wharves the teamsters cracked their 
whips.-and the wagons began their steady 
Movement toward the freighthouses. | 
‘Cost Millions of Dollars. 
The strike, While short: cost the ‘city mi.

Curran Abides by It. 
_ After the strike had been declared off and 
the men were scurrying in every direction 
in search ot their old positions, President 
‘Curran made the following statement: 
Under the terms on which the freight 
handlers return to work they have gained 
. 421 a month in wages.” 
This estimate, however, is of the increase 
which the railroads themselves offered two 
weeks, ago, and which Mr. Curran until yes- 
terday rejected. 
The scale at which the men go back to work 
checkers raised trom $45 and $60 a month to 
and $65, average raise of $12.50 a month. ” 
Callers raised from-$1.60.a day to $1.80 a day. 
_. Stowers raised from $1.55 to $1.85 a day. 
Delivery men raised ftom $44 to $55 a month. 
The truckers will not get the raise to 17% cents 
an hour, Which was the cracial point for which the 
union contended. They go back at 17 cents. The 
union is not officially recognizéd and the proba- 
tion ‘period of one month will have to be served 
before the men get the July scale. Overtime will 
have to be the subject of future action. 


Conditions Are Improved. 

“The men go back with friendly feelings 
towards everybody. and have made a most 
substantial gain.in wages, said Mr. Curran 
Other conditions are likely to be improved. 
The reason the strike was called off was be- 
cause the officials of the Teamsters’ National 
unien turned us down. The rank and file 
were with us to a man. In order to save their 
organization and ours from demoraliza tion 
and to keep the city from being demoralized 
the settlement had to be made. 

There is one lesson to be learned from the 
‘strike and that is; that no representatiive 
labor body should agree not to engage in a 
sympathetic strike where the principles of 
unionism are directly involved. That was 
the case with the teamsters, In my opinion 
the arbitration agreement between them and 
the team owners should be altered and the 
power withdrawn from the executive board of 
their organization to make such agreements 
without being first approved by the members 
Managers Say Little. 
Seneral managers declined to discuss the 


gettlement other than to say that the men 


had gone back to work on the wage scale the 
roads had offered them July 1. The gen 
managers say that this means an in- 
renate in the men’s pay since April 14 of 21 
per cent. 
All the men will be taken back except a 
few disturbers who made themselves so ob- 
noxious during the strike that the railroad 
officials say they will not have them around. 
It was estimated last night that more than 
8,000 men returned-to work during the after- 
‘noon. At the Illinois Central road alone 685 
men were taken: back, each being required to 
sign the agreement before he entered the 
freighthouse. 
Oredit Due to Job. 
The settlement ot the strike after so many 
attempts by arbitration boards and individ- 
uals was on the basis of the original recom- 
mendation of the state board of arbitration. 
When Chairman Job took up the question he 
and Mr. Mathis urged the men to return to 
work and send inividual committees to the 
roads. This was declined at the time. The 
following communication, which was sent 
to President Curran and his men yesterday, 
shows that this proposition finally was ac- 
„Chicago, July 16.—To the Freight Handlers of 
Chicago: The Illinois state board of arbitration, 
‘after a ‘thorough investigation of the present 
‘freight. handlers strike in Chicago, and of the

Many of the 
houses worked late last evening in an effort 
to clear up their accumulated orders, and it 
is thought that tbe end of the week will see 
trade conditions reduced to something like 

the regular. routine. ,

not much done toward getting in the supplies 
which have been waiting for them for several

We cannot do a week's business 
in a day without some confusion. I believe 
our country customers stuck to us pretty 
well, and perhaps there its less diversion 
in our trade than was feared. I must say 
that in this trouble the officers of the team- 
sters’ unions showed they were desirous 
of doing the right thing and keeping their 
agreements. I believe they did all they 
could to prevent trouble.“ 


Depots Are Congested. 

“TI expect we shall have our business 
straightened out by tomorrow night, said 
A. A. Sprague of Sprague, Warner & Co. 
The raflroad houses are badly congested. 


but a few days will ‘clear that up. The effect 


of the strike on our business will take 
months to estimate. Many customers have 
filled their orders elsewhere, and we will 
have slow work to win them back.“ 
“Tt will take us ten days to catch up with 
our business,“ said F. K. Maus of Kelley, 
Maus & Co. “A good Many orders were can- 
celed, but there is.a lot for us to do.

Conditions in South Water Street. 
South Water street merchants found the 
embargo lifted on their supplies just before 
noon, but when the wagons went to the rail- 
road yards they found a fresh trouble to be 
faced.

GAS MEN’S STRIKE IS AT AN END. 


Union Fails in Its Fight for Recogni- 
tion and Workers Are Given 


Their Old Places, 


The strike of the gas workers, which began 
‘May 12. has been declared off and nearly all 
the men have returned to work. During the 
strike the officials of the gas companies de- 
clined absolutely to recognize the union, and 
at the end the men asked to be given their old 
places, a request which was granted. 

The gas workers trfed in the spring to form 
a union, and in the course of. their work took 
umbrage at the discharge of twenty-two men 
who,. they declared, had been let go for join- 
ing the union. A strike resulted. The union 
decided to force the gas companies to. take 
back the discharged, men and to recognize 
the organization. Incidentally it was thought 
a 10 per cent raise in wages could be obtained. 
The order to strike was issued at midnight 
on May 12. affecting nearly all the plants of 
the People’s Gas, Universal, and Consumers’ 
ocmpanies. The companies were not serious- 
ly discommoded, being able to put new men 
in the places of the strikers. The union 
sought the aid of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor and obtained its indorsement of the 
strike, but it did them no good, either mor- 
ally or financially. The teamsters could not 
ald them because nearly all the plants are 
‘supplied with coal from cars. Finally, be- 
ing unable to obtain any concessions, the men 
decided it was time to declare the strike off. 
Those who obtained their old places returned 
as individuals and applied for work.

Negotiations May Be Resumed in 
Manila with an Apostolic 
Delegate.

ROME, July 17.—Gov. Taft has suspended 
sii negotiations with the vatican and will 
mii for Manila July 24. He will have a fare- 
well audience with the pope tomorrow. 

Today's developments came as a surprise

Americans Are Indignant. 


Americans in Rome are indignant at and 
gmounded by the utter want of apprecia- 
‘tien the vatican has shown for the courtesy 
of the United States in the Philippine mat- 
ter. An American prelate said last evening: 

he vatican has fooled itself, as it has 
missed the greatest chance offered to en- 
hance its prestige for a century or more. 

The treatment of our mission and the ex- 

e of the unbusinesslike methods of 

Rome are incidents in our history that 
Americans will never forget.“ 

In American circles it is felt that the vati- 
can has shown inability to appreciate what 
American Catholics consider the best inter- 
ests of the Roman church. The vatican, by 
contracting to remove the friars from the 
Philippines, would have enhanced its pres- 
tige in the islands by appearing to protect 
Filipino Catholics against unworthy monks, 
with whom it will now be the duty of the 
American gove@nment to deal. 

Taft’s Final Warning. 
vy. Taft, in his final notice to Car- 
1 Rempolia, made it clear that the 
Filipinos would not permit the obnoxious 
Spanish friars to repossess their lands; that 
the friars could only return with military 
protection, and that the American army 
would be used for no such purpose. 

The vatican is buzzing with comments on 
the last American note. A majority here 
represent the result as a success for papal 
diplomacy, while otherg express the opin- 
den that the friars will not get in Manila 
better terms than those offered here, and 
that the affair may end in their being obliged 
to leave the archipelago with less money, 
as it would be impossible to bring before the 
courts the 60,000 tenants who occupy their 
lands, paying no rent therefor. 


Taft Asks for Figures. 


Governor Taft, in his last note, handed to 
Cardinal Rampolla today, asked in behalf of 
Secretary Root four lists of the property con- 
sidered to belong to the religious orders, com- 
prising:

Washington, D. C., July 16.—One week from 
tomerrow Gov.

Ir the vati- 
can has by that date concluded to accept the 
terms respecting the sale of the friars’ lands 
and the withdrawal of the friars themselves 
from the Philippines the papers will be 
signed by Gov.

American Position Defined. 

The following statement can be definitely 
stated to have been authorized by Secretary 
Root, the facts being contained in Gov. Taft's 
instructions: 

“In seeking through Gov. Taft to secure 
the peaceful removal of the friars of the 
four orders from the Philippine islands, it 
must be borne in mind that the American 
representatives in the Philippine islands have 
merely been endeavoring faithfully to carry 
dut the wishes of the people, for which they 
feel themselves peculiarly bound to stand. 

“It must always be remembered that it is 
not the United States government which in 
any way objects to the presence of the friars 
in the islands; it is the Catholic population 
of those islands.

NEW ENVOY TALKS OF HIS 


Liang Chen Tung, Newly 
Minister from Pekin, Says in Inter- 
view in Parts That His Government 
Appreciates What the United States | 
Has Done for It During the Recent 
Complications with the Powers—His 
Career as a Diplomat. 


PARIS, July 16—Liang Chen Tung, the 
newly appointed Chinese minister at Wash- 
ington, who is now in Paris with Prince 
Chen’s mission to King Edward's coronation, 
of which he was secretary, is delighted with 
his appointment. He said today: : 

I return to Washington with the great- 
est pleasure, I had so many friends there 
and college mates who are now prominent 
men, and had a friendship of several years’ 
standing * 
ly HMked. 

As to the United States’ relation with 
China, Liang Chen Tung said: 

“You can assert emphatically that not 
only the Chinese government but the people 
of China are most grateful for the United 
States’ fair dealing and for the friendly dis- 
position shown throughout the recent di- 
culties, and its late action in the Tien Tsin 
question has still further increased China's 
gratitude. The United States will certainly 
receive as good treatment as any power in 
the commefcial and industrial development 
of the Chinese empire. 


“ As an illustration of the imperial feeling 
towards the United States you can say that 
When I returned to Pekin with the recent 
Chinese mission to Germany the emperor 
and dowager empress expressed to me their 
gratitude for the good behavior of the Amer- 
ican troops at Pekin and their appreciation 
of America’s attitude generally. 

This mission‘returns to Pekin by way of 
the United States, sailing on July 2 on 
board the Philadelphia, which was selected 
because she is an American vessel, I shall 
accompany the mission to Pekin, returning 
to Washington at the end of December or 
the beginning of 1908. I am going first tomy 
home in Canton in order to take my two 
boys to the United States with me, as I de- 
sire them to receive an American education, 
which has been such à great benefit to my- 
self. 

Prince Chen, head of the coronation mission, 
entered the room during the foregoing con- 
versation, and said in Chinese, which Liang 
Chen Tung interpreted: 

“ I wish to say that I have great admiration 
for newspaper men and for the United 


States.“ 
Liang Chen's Career. 

A high member of the mission stated that 
the adverse criticisms of the recent appoint- 
ments of Chinese diplomats were not appli- 
cable to Liang Chen Tung, who was specially 
chosen on account of his American education 
and experience. He had held the important 
post of secretary to three of the last foreign 
missions and had just received a high decora- 
tion, the blue button. He already held the 
brevet red button, which is a higher distinc- 
tion at court, but the blue button carries 
with it higher privileges when the bearer 
leaves Pekin. The holder of a blue button 
when visiting the provinces is accorded the 
honors and ons of a viceroy or gov- 
ernor. 

lang Chen Tung has received a number of 
congratulatory letters and cablegrams, one 
of the latter being from John W. Foster, 
the former United States secretary of state, 
who, at the invitation of the emperor of 
China, participated in the peace negotiations 
with Japan.

The 
only object of the American capitalist was to 
exploit London.

Thus, in 1779, Washington ordered 
Gen. Sullivan in the campaign against the 
Six Nations to seek the total destruction 
and devastation of their settlements. He 
wrote: ‘But you will not by any means 
listen to overtures of peace before the total 
ruin of their settlements is effected. Our 
future security will be in their inability to 
injure us, the distance to which they are 
driven; and in the terror with which — 
severity of the chastisements they receive 
will inspire them.’

“Tt is due, however, to the good sense and 
self-restraint of Gen. Smith’s subordinates 
and their regard for the laws of war, rather 
than to his own self-control and judgment, 
that his intemperate and unjustifiable verbal 
instructions were not followed, and that he 
is relieved from the indelible stain which 
would have resulted from a literal compli- 
ance with them. 

It. im the duty of a general officer, whose 
age and experience have brought him to high 
command, not to incite his subordinates to 
acts of lawless violence, but to so explain 
to them the application of the laws of war 
and the limitations upon their conduct as to 
prevent transgressions upon their part and 
supplement their comparative inexperience 
by his wise control.

These guardians 
will also act as life savers should the occasion demand. ä

MITCHELL'S PLAN: 
MAI END STRIKE. 
Miners’ President Controls 


General Walkout Is 


CLAIMS MEN WILL WIN. 


Declares Indianapolis Convention 
Will Result in Settlement 
of Trouble. 


[By John Mitchell, president United Mine 
Workers. ] | 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 16.—Tae United Mine 
Workers of America, in the convention which 
opens tomorrow, will, before adjourning, take 
action that will settle the strikes in Penusyl- 
vania and West Virginia. The strikes will end 
in victory for the men. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 16.—[Special.]— 
Upon John Mitchell tonight rests the respon- 
sibility of deciding whether or not there 
shall be a general strike of all coal minersin 
the United States. Mitchell appears in abso- n 
lute control of the convention of the Unfted ; 
Mine workers of America which is tomor- 
row to decide whether or not the hundreds of 
thousands of miners of soft coal shall quit 
work out of sympathy for the striking an- 
thracite workers of Pennsylvenia. 

The chances of a genera! strike being called 
are slight. Mitchell's plan probably will be 
adopted and the vote on the strike proposi- 
tion result in an overwhelming majority 
against a sympathetic walkout. 

Mitchell has some plan which he will not 
specify. Tomorrow, when the convention 
opens, he will make a speech which will de- 
cide whether or not there will be a strike. 
He declared tonight that the convention 
would take action which would settle the 
strikes in Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
and give victory to the men. Further than 
that he would not tell what his plane are. 
He said he would reveal everything in his 


speech. 
Mitchell Controls the Situation. 


Among the delegates who have been pour- 
ing into Indianapolis tonight it is the con- 
sensus of opinion that Mitchell will not ad- 
vocate a strike; will urge the soft coal miners 
to remain true to their contracts with the 
operators, and present a plan of action which 
includes a $1 per capita tax a month on al 
soft coal workers to support the strikers. 

If President Mitchell would declare his 
personal preferences it would not be dim- 
cult to foretell the outcome. At present he 
controls the situation and can swing the dele- 
gates either way. He will not say what he 
wishes, however, asserting that it is the 
province of the delegates to decide regarding 
the strike; and that while he is willing to ad- 
vise, under no circumstances will he assume 
to dictate to the convention. 

When it comes to discussing the result 
of the convention the sphinx is a howling 
dervish compared to Mr. Mitchell. 

May Curtail the Output. 

If no strike is ordered by the convention 
it is likely action will be taken for the ptiz- 
pose of curtailing the output of soft coal, 
and every effort will be made to keep it out 
of the anthracite region. Tot end the bi- 
tuminous men will decide to work fewer 
hours a day and no more coal will be mined 
than is necessary. 

Delegates Talk Against Strike. 

The sentiment among the delegates, as far 
as it can be determined from those who are 
already here, is against a strike. John P. 
Reese, president of the lowa miners, declarés 
he is fora strike only as a last resort: J. W. 
Howe, president of the Tennessee miners, 
will not declare himself, but the members of 
his delegation say they are not in favor ot 4 
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president of the Maryland delegation, takes 
the same position as Mr. Howe, aad his fol- 
jowers as those of the Tennessee man. The 
Missouri men are instructed to fight against 
a strike on the floor of the convention. Alex- 
ander Patterson, who represents the Color- 
ado miners, says he does not favor a strike 
except as the last resort. Indiana men are 
against a strike. The delegates from Illinois 
are partly uninstructed, and others have in- 
structions against a strike. 9 


Michigan Not for Strike. 


W. F. Williams, president of the Michigan 
delegation, said this afternoon that the men 
from his state have never declared in favor 
of a strike. The Michigan district signed 
the call for the convention, and it was gen- 
erally thought that they would favor a 
strike. But this, Mr. Williams declares, is 
not the fact. | 

“We signed the call,” said he, “ because 
we thought the men on strike in the east 
were entitled to some consideration and that 
it was only right that the organization should 
meet to take steps for their relief.” 


For Good of Majority. 

The delegates from the anthracite regions 
are strongly in favor of a strike, but they are 
urging their views with moderation. There 
seems to be but little selfishness in the at- 
titude of any of the delegations, and all de- 
clare themselves as being anxious for the 
greatest good to the greatest number The 
men who say they are against a strike at the 
same time say they are willing to strike if 
they see no other way to aid the anthracite 
miners. The anthracite miners declare that : 
while they are anxious to have all the aid 
that can help them to win the strike they are 
not disposed to force bituminous miners to 
break their contracts unless it proves for the 
salvation of the organization. 

It is not likely that a vote on the question 
of striking will be taken before Saturday.

Sefior Concha has insisted upon a guarantee 
of Colombian sovereignty, and to prevent 
opposition in his country has so worded the 
provision relating to American possession of 
the territory that it reads about in this way: 

Colombia leases to the United States a zone 
5 kilometers wide for the canal for a period 
of 100 years, with the privilege of indefinite 
renewal. 

Sefior Concha has sought to avoid the use 
of any language that gives the appearance of 
a sale of the property by Colombia. The 
question of jurisdiction over Panama and 
Colon, which Colombia desires to expressly 
exclude from the zone, is undergoing discus- 
sion. The United States wants peace and 
order to be preserved, and its agents should, 
therefore, be empowered to penetrate any 
portion of Colombia in search of criminals. 
Rear Admiral Walker suggested a police 
guard comprising Americans and Colombi- 
ans.

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CHINA AGAIN ASKS AID 


UNITED STATES APPEALED TO 
. THROUGH MINISTER WU. 


Dificdity Over Payment of Indemnities 
Is Latest CompHestion — Chinese 
Vieeroys Insist That if Gold Is In- 
sisted Upon It Will Have Demoral- 
ising Effect Upon the People—Taxes 
Hew Tee Heavy — Silver Would 
‘mean No Material Loss te Pewers. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—[Spectal.}— 
China has again appealed to the United 
States for in untangling its diplomatic 
relations with the other powers. This time 
Minister Wu Ting Fang says his govern- 
ment is in difficulties over the payment of 
indemnities, some of the powers demanding 
gold and others being ready to accept pay- 
ment in silver. 

The United States having been so success- 
ful in finding a way out of the Tien Tsin 
evacuation trouble, it is suggested by Min- 
ister Wu that the known friendly attitude 
of the Americans will be of material value 
in influencing the powers in the latest com- 
plication. 

The Chinese minister came early to the 
state department today and had a long in- 
terview with Secretary Hay, in the course 
of which he presented a cablegram from 
the two leading members of the Chinese 
court who are primarily in charge of the 
negotiations. 


Message Presents the Case. 


The message brings out for the first time 
the fact that it is now a difference of method 
rather than disposition that divides the pow- 
ers, and that all seem ready to do what they 
can to make it possible for China to carry 
out her heavy obligations. Secretary Hay 
studied the message closely and will give 
the subject his immediate attention. 


Statement of Viceroys. 

The cablegram. which is from Viceroys 
Liu Kun Yih and Chang Chih Tungn, is as 
follows: 

“According to reports of conferences held 
by the foreign ministers at Pekin on the in- 
demnity question, the United States is will- 
ing to accept silver; Great Britain is will- 
ing to accept silver, in accordance with the 
plan of amortization, up to 1910; and Russia 
and France propose the collection of im- 
port duties in gold. It is also known that 
Japan has not taken any decided position. 
The revenues of China amount annually to 
80,000,000 taels, 50,000,000 taels of which is 
set aside for the payment of the national 
debt. How can the remaining 30,000,000 
taels be made to satisfy the administrative 
requirements of twenty-two provinces in 
China? 


People Near to Revolt. 


“Attempts to raise revenues in new sources 
on the part of the provincial authorities 
have in many cases created local disturb- 
ances. In case heavier taxes be imposed an 
uprising of the people will be the natural 
result. Since the various payments admit 
of no delay, on the dates on which they 
severally fall due, money has to be taken 
from other funds in order to meet the press- 
ing demand. | 

“It has already appeared to be beyond 
Chinas ability to make the payments even 
im Allver in accordance with the treaty. The 
foreign powers know full well the financial 
resources of China. When the indemnity 
question first came up for discussion the 
total amount was repeatedly reduced. 

Now the willingness on the part of the 
United States, Great Britain, Russia, and 
France either to accept silver or to pay du- 


to make renewed representations upon the 
subject to the end that an arrangement 
which shall be both reasonable and feasible 
may. be found. 


Reasons for England’s Views. 


Great Britain has at present a large share 
of China's trade. It is natural that she 
should not like the collection of customs du- 
ties in gold. The gain derived from collect- 
ing customs duties in gold does not by any 
means balance the loss sustained in making 
indemnity payments in gold; and, under the 
circumstances, China would not obtain much 
relief. But to make indemnity payments in 
silver does not, even according to the pres- 
ent rate of gold, entail a great loss upon the 
foreign powers, since such loss, if any, is 
divided among them. Moreover, if it is at 
once decided that the indemnity payments 
shall be made in silver the price of gold 
will doubtless gradually become more 
equitable, and the powers, by exchanging 
silver for gold, will not suffer loss. If the 
price of gold can be reduced to over three 
shillings to the tael there will be effected an 
even more advantageous exchange for gold 
than thetreaty stipulates, for the recent sud- 
den rise in the price of gold is attributable 
to the action of bankers, who believe that 
gold will be demanded for indemnity pay- 
ments, and purposely raise its price with a 
view to their own advantage. 


Could Not Buy Foreign Goods. 


“If payments in gold are required the 
price of gold will undoubtedly rise to two 
shillings to the tael. Now, all merchants 
who import foreign goods into China have 
already suffered great losses. If the price 
of gold continues to rise the prices of for- 
eign goods will have to rise with it. Owing 
to the empty treasury of China andithe pov- 
erty of the people few persons will be able 
to afford to buy foreign goods at their en- 
hanced prices. Thus, to demand payments 
in gold only impairs the financial power of 
China without benefiting the financial con- 
dition of the foreign governments in any 
way. 

“ Since it is the purpose of the foreign 
governments to increase trade, with -their 
knowledge of commercial needs, they can- 
not help knowing that the making of in- 
demnity payments in silver, according to 
the plan of authorization, will be the means 
not only of saving China from heavy losses 
but also of protecting commercial interests. 


Minister Wu Notified. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—Minister Wu 
has received official confirmation of his re- 
call to Pekin to assume a connection with 
the new Chinese foreign office. He had 
previously received a copy of the official de- 
cree naming himself, with Shen. Chai Pen, 
as the compiler of a new code of laws for 
China, but he was not certain that the new 
duty = not be discharged in Wash- 
ington hout the surrender of his mission. 
Now, however, he is informed that he is to 
come to Pekin. | 


NEW UNIFORMS FOR THE ARMY. 


President and Secretary of War Approve 
Report of Board Recommend- 


— 


Washington, D. C., July 16. —- While Secre- 
tary Root was at Oyster Bay the president 
considered and approved the report ot the 
army uniform board. The order for the new 
uniform will go into effect Jan. 1. Om- 
cers serving in the Philippines will be al- 
lowed to wear the old uniforms during their 
service there. 

Among the changes are the following: The 
full dress coat is about the same as at pres- 
ent, save the buttons are more spreading 
with ornamentations on the sleeves and with 
the rank designated on the sleeve instead 
of the shoulder knot. The new dress coat 
will be what has been called the dregs blouse. 

A new dress uniform is provided consisting 
of a sack coat of woolen or cotton material 
of an olive drab color, with trousers to match. 
A new design for the overcoat is adopted, 
and is the only overcoat allowed. It is a 
double breasted ulster of olive drab woolen 


material. 
General and staff officers are to have full 


Gress trousers with gold lace as a stripe, 


officers of the line wearing the present stripe 
to designate the service. Breeches are pro- 
vided for all officers and men, whether 
mounted or dismounted, although trousers 
may be worn in barracks. Service breeches 
also are provided to fit closely below the 
knee, extending to the top of the shoes. 

The chapeau is retained for general officers 
and officers of the staff department, to be 
worn with full dress uniform, but not to be 
worn when mounted. 

A new full dress cap is provided differing 
considerably from the present cap in design 
and trimmings. Service caps also are pro- 
vided, and the helmets are retained, as also 
are the present campaign hats. | 

Shoulder straps are to be used only on the 
dress coat. On the service uniforms the 
straps now used with the khaki uniform will 
be retained. A new pattern of saber has 
been adopted for all officers in place of the 
sword now in use. The button will have the 
coat of arms of the United States upon it. 

The chevrons on the noncommissioned offi- 
cers are to be worn points up. 


FIRE IN OIL TANKS BAFFLES 
EFFORTS TO EXTINGUISH IT. 


Blaze at Jennings, La., Unabated and 
Wall Is Being Built Around Well So 
Flames Can Be Confined. 


Jennings, La., July 16.—The fire which 
started in the oll storage tanks here yester- 
day afternoon is stfll uncontrolled. No prog- 
ress has been made in conquering the flames, 
and if anything they are getting stronger. 

Late this evening the chemical engine 
which arrived from Beaumont last night was 
tried, but it did not even quench the fires in 
the small streams that extend from the blaz- 
ing pool.

MANY PERISH IN MINE 


EXPLOSION IN SHAFT AT PARK 
CITY, UTAH, KILLS 35. 
Powder Stored in 1,200 Foot Level of 
Daly-Weat Silver Mine Blows Up— 
Gases Fill It and Adjoining Digging, 
Asphyxiating Workers—Rescuers 
| Die in Attempts to Save Their Fel- 
lows Who Are Overcome by Rush of 

Potsonous Air. 


Park City, Utah, July 16.—[ Special. Two 
powder magazines exploded in the 1,200 foot 
level of the Daly-West mine at 1 o'clock this 
morning and gases, filling the mine, spread 
into the 600 foot level of the Ontario mine, 
killing at least thirty-five men in the two 
shafts and overcoming the majority ef the 
250 men at work. 

The list of the dea@ may be greatly en- 
larged. Thirty-three bodies have been 
hoisted to the surface. Two rescuers, 
asphyxiated in a desperate effort to save 
their comrades, died after being lifted from 
the shaft. 

Both the Daly-West and the Ontario mines, 
two of the largest silver mines in Utah, are 
filled with poisonous gases and the mine 
managers have forbidden any further at- 
tempts at rescue until tomorrow. 

The entire town isin mourning. Park Lake 
is inhabited only by miners and their fam- 
ilies, and there is mourning in every house. 
Big crqwds are gathered at the mine en- 
trances/which are a mile apart. | 

Explosion Awakens the Town. 


The losion occurred at 1 dock, when 
every Person in town wae either asleep or at 
work. ‘The shock was so tremendous that it 
awakened every one within a radius of miles. 
Horses in the ore tunnel one and one-half 
miles away were killed by the force of the 
explosion. 

The excitement was tremendous. There is 
not a person in the town but has relatives 
working in the mine. Women and children 
thronged to the Ontario shafthouse, which 
is midway between Park City and the Daly- 
West. All of the doctors in town were hur- 
ried to the mines. They did what they could 
to resuscitate the unconscious miners as they 
were taken out. 
 At4o’clock this morning twenty-seven men 
had been taken out of the mine dead, and 
several others had been recovered in a dazed 
condition. These were all brought out 
through the Ontario mine shaft. The 1,200 
level of the Daly-Weet corresponds to and is 
connected by tunnel with the 600 level of the 
Ontario. At that time the accumulation of 
gas drove the rescuers from the mines. 

In the Daly-West mine 150 mé@n were at 
work. In the Ontario were nearly 100. 

Although any attempt to enter the mines 
meant to face death, a rescue party, with 
faces bound in wet cloths, made a dash into 
the 600 foot level of the On mine in 
the morning, and brought out eral more 
bodies and several unconscious men. 

The rescuers were gone for a long time, 
and when they returned three of them were 
carried out asphyxiated. The rest, after 
recovering from the affects of the gas, made 
a second attempt. 

Rescuers Perish in Attempts. 

John McLaughlin, who went down the sec- 
ond time, died on being brought to the sur- 
face. James Eckstrom, a member of the res- 
cuing party, died shortly after noon. Jack 


Balton, a Silver King miner, who also went 


down with the rescuers, is unconscious and 
expected to die. 

The condition of the gas in the mine was 
such that the rescue work was abandoned 
until tomorrow. 

Experienced miners say John Burgy, the 
“powder mokey,.“ was a green man, and 


had no business handling explosives. The 
rescue party found a hand anda foot, pre- 
sumably those of Burgy. 


Thirty-three bodies in all were removed 
from the two mines. Officials of the Daly- 
West state that only three more bodies are 
in the mine. Rescuers declare they saw ten 
or twelve bodies. 


Stock of Mine Falls. 

Salt Lake, Utah, July 16.—On the local 
mining stock exchange this morning Daly- 
West dropped from $54 to $48 a share, a loss 
of over $1,000,000 on the capital stock.

BUNS OVER CHILD WHO TRIES TO 


Five Hundred People Watch Efforts to 
Remove the Victim from Under the 
Wheels — Physicians Say She Will 
Die, as Both Lega Had te Be Ampu- 
tated—Boy’s Skull Fractured by a 
Trolley—Oak Park Lad Injured by a 
Live Wire. 


Mangled by an electric car, Annie Bove, 
10 years old,- was taken from beneath the 
wheels last night in the presence of 500 
spectators and removed to Augustana hos- 
pital. There both legs were amputated, and 
the physicians said the girl would die. 

Annie lives with her parents at 29 Vine 
street. She attempted to cross the tracks 
in front of a Larrabee street car, near Ved- 
der street.

CHEMIST DRINKS LAUDANUM 
IN ANEFFORT TOENDHIS LIFE. 


James H. Brown Is Found in Union 
Park and May Die—His Wife Makes 


Charges Against Him. 


James H. Brown, a chemist, took lauda- 
num last night in Union park. He is in a 
serious condition. 

Brown was at one time a private in the 
Twenty-first United States infantry, and 
served through the Indian troubles at Pine 
Ridge. Soon after that uprising had been 
quelled, Brown was seized with hemor- 
rhages, said to be the result of exposure. 
He was honorably discharged from the 
army, and given a pension of $24 a month. 
He then began his work in chemistry, and 
for a time was successful. Four years ago 
he married. He and his wife have been 
living at 40 Laflin street. Brown continued 
at his studies, and nas regularly drawn 
his pension. 

A week ago Brown and his wife had a 
misunderstanding that resulted in a call for 
the police, and subsequently in a warrant 
for the husband's arrest, his wife charg- 
ing that he had tried to kill her. The case 


was continued in a justice court. 


Mrs. Brown now says the “ hemorrhages ” 
are used by her husband to aid him in draw- 
ing his pension. She charges that he had 
prepared a red fluid in which he places corn 
starch, and that with this preparation he 
may have a hemorrhage at any time he 
chooses. She says the attacks were feigned. 

Mrs. Brown declared last night that if her 
husband’ should recover from his attempt 
at suicide, she will prosecute the police court 
charges against him, and will also sue for 
@ivorce. 

‘A 17 year old boy, unconscious and suf- 
fering from carbolic acid poisoning was 
found last evening in a clump of bushes in 
Garfield park. He is at the County hospital, 
and it is thought that he will die. His iden- 
tity later was learned. He is Emil Schuster- 
man,. who, until a month ago, lived with his 
widowed mother at 308 West Division street.

Left Alone by Wealthy Father, Neigh- 
bors Supply a Nun to Care for 
5 the Patient.

Dissatisfaction with Racing 
and Betting at Was- 
ington Park. 


GOOD HORSES IN FRONT. 


Waswift and Hunter Raine Win, 
but Their Rivals Are Too 
“Friendly.” 


Decisive victories on the track and in the 
betting ring were the features of yester- 
day's sport at Washington park. Some good 
racehorses were shown, but along with their 
success came more scandal gossip than has 
been heard on any other day of the present 
racing season. 

The conditions for sport were good, the 
weather being perfect, and the track, while 
yet slow, far better than it has been most 
of the meeting. Not a great deal of class 
was represented on the card, but two or 
three good racehorses showed themselves 
about which the general public was only 
meagerly advised. 

Most interesting of these was Waswift, a 
chestnut colt by Wawakus—Nell Swift, 
which until Tuesday was the property of 
Turney Bros., being sold on that day to 
M. H. Tichenor & Co. He carried the Tich- 
enor colors in the first race of the day, a mile 
contest for 8 year olds, in which the half 
dozen starters got in at even weights, with 
the exception of Picquart, who had an al- 
lowance of five poun The other starters 
were Bragg, Red Hook, Martin Burke, and 
Autumn Leaves. 


Waswift Out for a Killing. 

Waswift, who was a Derby eligible, was 
credited with fast work at the Hawthorne 
track several weeks ago, but Trainer Amos 
Turney came to the conclusion that he could 
not negotiate a Derby route, and the idea of 
preparing for that event was abandoned. 
Then the bad weather spoiled his chances 
for shorter races earlier in the present meet- 
ing, and, although he ran once or twice before 
yesterday, he was out of place in the going 
and not in the best of form. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the Tichenors concluded he was in a 
place to fit him, and along with John A. 
Drake, C. R. Bilison, and a few others, 
backed him down from 3tolto4toS. Bragg,

The race proved a runaway for Waswitt, 
who led by nearly half a dozen lengths a 
good part of the journey.

It was a con- 
dition event for 3 year olds and upwards, 
the starters being Hunter Raine, 94 pounds; 
Lucien Appleby, 104; Bronze Wing, 110; Leo 
Newell, 106; Omdurman, 108; and Brigade, 
108. Lucien Appleby opened favorite at 6 
to 5, with Hunter Raine at 5 to 2,and the 
others at long prices. Hunter Raine was 
steadily played until shortly before post 
time, when the money camé in on him in 
rolis, and when the horses faced the barrier 
the Weimhoff colt was at 6 to 5, while the 
bookmakers were shouting for Lucien Ap- 
pleby money at 8 to 1. Bronze Wing had

This race, like the first, resulted in a hol- 
low victory for the horse that had been 
backed. Bronze Wing was indulged in tne 
lead for a half mile, Hunter Raine running 
under restraint in third place.

STONY POINT BATTLEFIELD 
DEDICATED AS PUBLIC PARK. 


Anniversary of Famous Charge by An- 
thony Wayne Marked by Interesting 
Ceremony and Military Exercises. 


Stony Point, N. T., July 16.—Over fifteen 
thousand persons witnessed the exercises 
here today which marked the dedication 
of the Stony Point battlefield state reserva- 
tion. 

The exercises were held under the auspices 
of the American Scenic.and Historic Preser- 
vation society, with the codperation of the 
Empire State society, Sons of the American 
Revolution, and the Rockland county citi- 
gens’ committee. 

Today was the one hundred and third anni- 
versary of the capture of Stony Point by the 
American forces under Brig. Gen. Anthony 
Wayne. 

Gov. Odell, who was accompanied by his 
staff, delivered the principal address. Among 
the organizations taking part in the exéf- 
cises were the West Point Military Academy 
band, a corps of cadets, a troop of artillery, 
and a detachment of cavalry from West 
Point, several regiments of the national 
guard, a number of Grand Army posts, a 
detachment of the First Regiment Minute 
Men, from Washington, D. C., and the Wash- 
ington Continental guards of New Tork. 

At the conclusion of the governor's address 
William Wayne of Paoli, Pa., a lineal de- 
scendant of Gen. Anthony Wayne, raised 
the flag on the reservation. 


DE WINDT REACHES DAWSON. 


Explorer Arrives at Alaskan Town 
with His Party and Tells of His 
Experiences. 


Seattle, Wash., July 16.—A message from 
Dawson says that Harry De Windt of Paris, 
who started for an all land tour of the world, 
arrived there with a party from Siberia on 
a river steamer last night. 

De Windt's companions are M. le Viscom- 
te Cluichamps Belegarde of Paris, George 
Harding, an Englishman, and Stephen Ras- 
torguvef, a Russian from Yekutakat, Sibe- 
ria, who the government insisted should ac- 
company De Windt through the wilds of 
Siberia. 

De Windt and party left Paris on Dec. 19. 
When interviewed last night they told of 
harrowing experiences with cold and hunger. 
The party reports famine among the natives 
at Nijinskobynisk.

LEASE IS GRANTED 
TO RAND-M'NALLY. 


Board of Education Approves 
of Pacific Avenue Deal 
After Spirited Fight. 


Last Meeting of Season Decides 
Plans for Autumn Shall 
Be Carried Out. 


The board of education last evening. at 
the closing session for the summer, approved 
the terms of the lease asked by Rand, Mc- 
Nally & Co. for property in Pacific avenue. 
The terms ate based on an increase of $300 
a front foot valuation over the original offer 
made by the lessee. Among other matters 
taken up by the board was a technical amend- 
ment of the lease covering the First National 
bank site at Dearborn and Monroe streets, 
the rejection of the protest made by Trustee 
Gallagher against the present management 
of the supply house, and the reorganization 
of the pension board. The next meeting of 
the body will be held on Aug. 20. 


Contest Over the Plan. 

The. lease granted to Rand, McNally & Co. 
was not adopted without a contest. For over 
an hour Trustees Thorpe and Thompson pro- 
tested against the proposition, and on the 
final vote they had the support of Trustee 
Gallagher. The terms of the lease, which 
covers 100 feet frontage in Pacific avenue, 
north of and contiguous to the property al- 
ready held by the company, provided for a 
ninety-nine year tenure at an annual! rental 
of $4,800, or a 6 per cent rate on a basis of 
$800 a front foot. The lots are 105 feet deep. 

Trustee Thorpe, who has opposed the prop- 
osition in committee, at once raised objection 
to the policy involved of granting long leases 
without revaluation clauses. He contended 
that the probable rise of the rental value of 
the property assured the board that in the 
course of the life of the proposed lease the 
property would be much more valuable and 
the board could secure a much higher rental 
value than now. He cited the fact that when 
adjacent property was leased, less than two 
years ago, the terms were based on a front 
foot value of only $500. He argued that the 
addition of $300 a front foot to the value of 
the property in that short time was a promise 
of future increases, the benefits of which’the 
board would forfeit by granting a long term 
lease, without revaluation. 


Trustee Thompson, in support of Mr. 
Thorpe, cited statistics to show recent value 
increases. and opposed the leasing of prop- 
erty under the terms proposed. Trustees 
Downey and Rowland took the position that 
as the Rand-McNally proposition was a good 
one now it ought to be accepted. 

Let posterity take care of itself, said 
Trustee Rowland, touching on his favorite 
plan of issuing bonds for the erection of 
schools. If 1 had my way, we would bor- 
row money to erect schools and let posterity 
pay for them.“ The argument was advanced 
that although the value of the property 
might increase, the interest rates weuld de- 
crease in a like ratio, and rents in fifty years 
would probably be no higher than they are 
today. 

The proposition relative to the bank prop- 
erty was accepted without contest. By the 
agreement, the bank is relieved from making 
$150,000 of im provements to its present bulld- 
ing, in consideration of its erecting a struc- 
ture to gost from $1,250,000 to $1,500,000 in-

GOOD RESULTS IN MAIL STUDY. 


President Harper Commends Work 
Done by Non-Residents Under In- 
struction from University. 


“The Opportunities of Correspondence 
Study was the subject of an address de- 
livered yesterday morning by President 
Harper to a large audience of summer stu- 
dents at the University of Chicago. 

President Harper stated that in some re- 
spects there was opportunity for better work 
in correspondence study than in the ordinary 
class room recitation. Each student in a 
correspondence course has to recite on all 
the lessons, while in many a class room the 
student recites on only about one-thirtieth 
of.the work of a three months’ course. 

“Tt is safe to say, he said, that the 
standard of work done in correspondence 
courses is fully equal to that of the work done 
in the class room. Indeed, I may say that 
there is a larger proportion of high grade 
work done by correspondence than in class 
recitations. People who take work by corre- 
spondence do i] becausei they want to get 
something out of it, while in many courses 
the students take the work merely because 
it is required in their curriculum. The 
courses offered by correspondence are fully 
equal to any offered to resident students. 
To get a degree, however, we insist that a 
student shall have some of the benefits of 
college association, and require that at least 
one year's work shall be done in residence.“

Refuse to Give — “Stalwarts” Are 
Beaten at Every Point—Debate Is 
Bitter.

tor John C. Spooner was indorsed for re- 
election by the republican state convention 
of Wisconsin tonight, but the indorsement 
had such a steut string tied to it that it prac- 
tically amounted to a repudiation. It is not 
believed here tonight that Senator Spooner 
will again be a candidate after what has been 
— my by the representatives of his party here 
oday. 

The committee on resolutions, after an ex- 
tended and bitter session, reported a radical 
platform, the first plank of which especially 
commended the services.in congress of Sen- 
ator Spooner and hoped he would _ find it pos- 
sible to reconsider his determination of two 
years ago not again to become a candidate 
for the senate, standing in support of the 
platform principles here adopted by Wiscon- 
sin republicans and for the election of a leg- 
islature pledged tovenact.them into laws.“ 

ere were more conditions in the resolu- 
tions, but the pledge asked of the senator to 
stand by the platform if he were tostand for 
re#lection was the nub of the matter anda 
minority report was put in indorsing the sen- 
ator and demanding his re@lection ‘* uncon- 
ditionally.” — 


Spooner Is Practically Retired. 


The debate was frank. The stalwarts, who 
claimed to be Mr. Spooner's special! friends, 
acknowledged the senator was not in full 
accord with the state platform, but claimed 
he was too big a man to be turned down by 
minor state issues, that his duties were na- 
tional, and he stood on the national plat- 
form, and that the adoption of the majority 
resolutions was an insult to him calculated 
to retire him to private life. 

The answer was no man was greater than 
his party, that the republican who repre- 
sented Wisconsin in the United States senate 
must abide by the Wisconsin republican 
platform, and their arguments prevailed. 
The majority report prevailed by a vote of 
708% to 25344, and Senator Spooner seems 
to be left on top of a high roof from which 
there is no fire escape and no ladders at 
hand long enough to reach. 


Senator’s Friends Blame Stalwarts.“ 


Most of the .Senator’s closest friends are 
now blaming the stalwarts,“ who, they 
say, used Mr. Spooner's name for their own 
purpose and have put him4n a position from 
which he cannot retreat, while, had not the 
majority report been opposed, the senator 
could have accepted the platform as a mat- 
ter of course and been reslected without 
trouble. Some of them insist that course is 
open to him yet. 


Platform Full of Surprises. 


The platform was full of surprises. After 
reaffirming the last national platform and 
lamenting the death of President McKinley, 
it praised President Roosevelt by “ testify- 
ing our confidence in the ability of his (Me- 
Kinley’s) successor.“ Following this was 
eulogy for Gov. La Follette, which produced 
the greatest applause of the night. 

Then came the surprises. There was an 
expression of “‘ regret at the failure of the 
last legislature’’—for its failure to redeem the 
promises of the platform as to railway tax- 
ation and a primary law; condemnation “ of 
the pernicious activity of the federal officials 
in this state in violation of the civil service 
laws, for the part they played in defeating 
this legislatures, and their work in the recent 
anti-convention campaign; demands for ‘‘the 
equal taxation of all railroads” and a pri- 
mary law selecting candidates by direct vote 
of the people, with the requirement that 
all candidates be called on to pledge them- 
selves to support these planks, and ending: 

We record our censure of all who for 
selfish reasons have obstructed the earlier 
fulfillment of party pledges.“ 

This last was a direct slap at the repub- 
lican league of Wisconsin, the organization 
of the stalwarts,’’ whose membership. is 
entirely made up of the members of the 
last legislature who refused to enact into 
law the planks of the platform of two years 


Tariff Plank Is Rejected. 

Congressman Babcock submitted to the 
committee on resolutions a plank advocating 
tariff revision, but it was thrown out by the 
committee. 

After the adoption of the platform the 
convention adjourned until tomorrow, when 
the nominations will be made. Nothing has 
occurred to change the forcast made yester- 
day save that L. D. Hunter seems to have lost 
ground in the race for superintendent of 
public instruction and C. P. Carey is the fa- 
vorite tonight. 


La Follette Controls State.

LAST RITES FOR 
PERHAN TODAY. 


Imposing Service for Arch- 
bishop Will Be Held at 
Holy Name Cathedral. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS HERE. 


Crowd So Great to See the Body 
the Police Interfere to Pre- 
vent a Crush. 


With elaborate ritual, and in the presence 
of a cardinal of the church and of a gather- 
ing of ecclesiastical dignitaries such as has 
rarely if ever been witnessed in this part 
of the country, the last rites of the Roman 
Catholic service for the dead will be per- 
formed for Archbishop Patrick A. Feehan 
this morning at the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name. 

Later in the day the body of the departed 
metropolitan will be conveyed to Calvary 
and placed in a vault, whence it will be 
later removed to its last resting place, in 
the new cemetery of Mount Carmel. 

Cardinal Gibbons arrived in the city last 
evening from Baltimore. During the after- 

oon and evening also archbishops and 

ishops from many states reached this city 
to be present at the obsequles. 


Thousands View the Body. 

The body of the archbishop, which lay in 
state in the cathedral, was viewed during 
the day and evening by great crowds, and 
t is estimated that over 75,000 persons passed 
through the church and by the casket since 
it was placed in the transept two days ago. 
During the afternoon the crowd was so great 
that policemen on guard were required to 
clear the entrance to prevent a crush. 

The closing of the stores and offices at. 
6 o’clock gave thousands of employés an op- 
portunity to look on the features of the 
archbishop for the last time. Many of them 
were young women and giris from the de- 
partment stores, and they flocked to the 
entrance of the cathedral in crowds that 
blocked the sidewalks for several hundred 
feet in all directions. 


Crowd at Night Service. 


Shortly before 8 o’clock in the evening they 


police on guard stopped every one in order to 
clear the cathedral for the chanting of the 
offices of the dead. The reopening of the 
side doors allowed hundreds to crowd into 
the side aisles, and after the procession of 
clergy, led by Chancellor Barry and Bishop 
Muldoon, had taken their places the edifice 
was filled to the doors. Hundreds gathered 
on the sidewalks and waited during the two 
hours of the service. At the conclusion they 
were allowed to enter and march by the 
casket. 

The cathedral is being kept open day and 
night, and many night workers were allowed 
to enter during the early morning hours on 
Tuesday and yesterday. 

Early this morning a series of masses will 
be commenced and will be continued by the 
visiting priests up to within an hour perhaps 
of the pontifical requiem mass at 10 o’clock. 


Vacant Throne Draped. 

During the funeral mass the throne for- 
merly occupled by the dead prelate on the 
gospel side of the chancel will be vacant 
and will be shrouded in the purple and black 
of the episcopacy. On the epistle side of the 
chancel Cardinal Gibbons, attended by two 
deacons of honor, will be seated on a throne 
erected for him. The chancel inclosure wil! 
be filled with the assistants at the mass, the « 
ministrants, and the acolytes, and by the

alns. 

The pews in the transept and for some 
distance back in the nave will be occupied 
by the ‘priests and nuns and the members 
of the late prelate’s family.

DR. THOMAS C. DUNCAN DEAD. 


West Side Physician of Long Practice 
in Chicago Expires of Heart 
Disease. 


Dr. Thomas C. Duncan, a member of the 
attending staff at the Cook county hospital, 
died at his home, 590 West Adams street, 
yesterday afternoon from heart trouble. 
Dr. Adams came to America from Scotland 
in 1847, at which time he was 7 years old.

Former Superintendent of Kankakee 
Asylum, Who Afterwards Became 
: Insane, Is Dead. 


Kankakee, III., July 
Emmet Enos died this afternoon at the Elgin 
Insane asylum. Dr. Enos was chief of the 
medical staff of the Kankakee Insane hos- 
pital for five years prior to his resignation 
last February, when he felt his mind giving 
away.

MRS. PEARY TO BRING HUSBAND 
BACK FROM ARCTIC FOR GOOD. 


Explorer’s Wife Starts with Relief Ex- 
pedition to Meet Explorer and Says 
It Is His Last Trip. = 


Pleasantdale, Me., July 16.—[Special.}~— 
Mrs. Robert E. Peary, wife of the arctic 
explorer, has been here for several days at 
the home of her husband’s family, resting 
before proceeding on her journey to Sidney, 
C. B., where she will join the steamer Wind- 
ward, bound north’ td meet Lieut. Peary’s 


party. 

“From Sidney,” said Mrs. Peary, “ we 
shall sail straight to Etah, on the coast of 
Iceland. We suppose Mr. Peary is at Cape 
Sabine, on the opposite shore of the sound. 
twenty-seven miles 
across, and should it be free of ice we ought 
to cross in a few hours, although the passage 
may require a week. If we reach thegound, 
cross, have no delay in meeting Mr. Peary 
and his party at Cape Sabine, and can re- 
turn before the sound fills with ice, this fifth 
and last relief expedition will have been a 
success. A great many obstacles, however, 
may be met. 

In the first place, we know nothing of 
Mr. Peary’s whereabouts for a certainty, 
Should he not be at cape Sabine and the 
natives have no information of him, then 
there will be nothing to do but wait until he 
comes. Might not that mean another winter 
in the north? I don’t know. Naturally, wa 
shall not come back without him. I should 
not care to put in another winter like that 
one I spent in waiting for him. I knew that 
time what it is to be desperately poor. I had: 
not even cotton to mend Marie's dresees 
when they were torn. I had finally to put 
her in furs, 

“We have every hope, as we had when 
we started that time, that my husband win 
be waiting for us at cape Sabine, but I con- 
fess all the circumstances of this expedition 
are not so promising as I would like. I am 
worried about the health of my husbandand 
his party. No other polar expedition, I 
think has been without a physician, and the 
return of Dr. Diedrich, whose mind became 
unsettled, and who left the party despite 
their protests, has, of course, increased the 
disadvantages under which they have 
worked. Lieut. Peary will positively dome 
back this time for good, whatever may be 
the outcome of the expedition. I am think- 
ing in planning this expedition that it will be

10 FORGING CASE 


Swindling Banks Also 
Looted Letter Boxes. 


STAMPS GIVE THE CLEW. 


Suspects Were Ready to Leave 
Town When Run Down by 
Detectives. 


In their investigation of the cashing of 
forged checks at the Corn Exchange bank, 
the police and Inspectors James E. Stuart 
and W. 8. Mayer of the postoffice depart- 
ment have decided that the three men and 
a woman arrested have been pilfering the 
mails for three months, and have taken from 
the street boxes in Chicago over 4,000 let- 
ters. The checks found in these have been 
cashed, and the signatures forged until the 
banks claim to have lost over $6,000. 

The work, it is charged, was done by mem- 
bers of a single family, and so cleverly has 
it been arranged and carried out that the 
merest chance was all that gave the police 
the clews. The supposed leader of the gang 
is Claude Holmes, alias R. J. James, of 231 
Ontario street, whose arrest was announced 
in Tue Tripune of yesterday. The others 
are as follows:

Thousands of Stamps Found. 


The discovery of the mall thefts came 
yesterday afternoon when Detective Ser- 
geants Gallegher and Thompson searched 
Claude Holmes’ apartments. In a corner 
they found a cheap paper dress suit case 
containing thousands of stamps, just as they 
had been cut from the corners of letters. 
The postoffice inspectors were notified imme- 
diately, and within an hour had explained 
the case to their own satisfaction. 

Since April there have been complaints 
of thefts from the mail boxes. Men have 
been shadowed and the entire local secret 
service force has tried to get evidence. The 
method of working was found out, but the 
perpetrators were too clever. The finding of 
the stamps, the identification of the men by 

3 ying tellers of banks, and a partial con- 
ession is believed to have made known all 
the workings of the scheme. 

Of the crowd, Claude Holmes, the police 
say, was the planner. He is an expert ma- 
chinist, and is suspected of having made 
keys to fit every mail box in the city. With 
these he or his partners, it is alleged, opened 
the boxes, took the letters to the rooms at 
231 Ontario street, and there destroyed all 
Dut the stamps, money, and checks. All the 
@vailable checks, it is supposed, were 
cashed, some being raised, and others given 
forged indorsements, according to the police. 


Says George Was the Penman. 


In the room where the stamps were found 
were discovered a complete set of forger’s 
tools, acids, disks, and pens. George Holmes, 
the police say, was the expert penman, while 
Hogan and . Holmes are accused of 
cashing the checks. 
In some of the letters they are believed to 
have obtained the signature of Mrs. R. T. 
Crane, and officials of the Corn Ex- 
Change National bank say 86,000 was 
paid out on forgeries of her sig- 
nature, $1,800 being secured in one day, it 
is charged. This, it is stated, was done by two 
checks of $400 and $900 which were cashed, 
one in the morning and one in the afternoon. 
When Paying Teller C. G. Fox examined 
the checks later he became suspicious and 
the next day had George Holmes arrested 
when he appeared with more checks. 

Besides the loss to the Corn Exchange bank 
the following other institutions are said to 
have been hit by the same game: First Na- 
tional bank, Garden City bank, Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, Siegel, Cooper & 
Co., and the banking department of A. M. 
Rothschild & Co. The losses to these con- 
cerns are not known, as they extend over a 
considerable period of time. The be- 
lieve many business men were defrauded 
also. 


Apartments Are Well Furnished. 


„ The apartments of Claude Holmes were 

well furnished. He spent hundrede of dol- 
lars on carpets and pictures. In his work- 
room were found blank check books from 
many of the biggest banks. 
The arrest of the suspects was made with 
difficulty. Holmes, as told in Tun TRIBUNE 
yesterday, was caught in the bank. De- 
tectives Gallagher and Thompson then went 
to the home of his mother and told her to 
tell his wife about his arrest. When she 
left the house they followed her and found 
out his address. They waited for the wife 
to go and inform the brother, and when on 
her way she was arrested. She gave the ad- 
dresses of Hogan and George Holmes. 

All the prisoners were ready to leave Chi- 
cago when captured. They had bought tick- 
ets to Muskegon, Mich., purchased three 
trunks, and $700 worth of clothing and hunt- 
ing equipment. 


Turns Tables on a Teller. 

When news of the arrests were made 
known tothe banks the paying tellers hurried 
to the central station. H. A. Howland of the 
First National recognized the men, as did J. 
I. Ennis of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company. One of the bankers tried to get 
into the office of Lieut.

GIRL KILLS BABY WARD. 


SHOOTS CHILD WRIIW PLAYING 
WITH OLD REVOLVER. 


Lissie Buthmann, 12 Years Old, Acci- 
dentally Mays 3 Year Old Boy Who 
Had Been Left in Her Care—At first 
She Denies Responsibility, but Later 
Gives Details of Tragedy—Exoner- 
ated from Blame by Coroner’s Jury 
Parents of Lad Distracted. 


Five minutes after Lizzie Buthmann, 12 
years old, had been left to care for her baby 
cousin the child was dying with a bullet 
wound in its temple. Death ensued yester- 
day morning at the Swedish hospital. 

The Buthmann girl at first denied any 
knowledge of the shooting, but finally ad- 
mitted she had fired the shot. It was a case 
of didn't know it was loaded,“ according 
to her story. 

Frank Kruse, 3 years old, was the victim. 
The shooting occurred in the front of the 
residence of the boy’s parents, Forty-eighth 
avenue and Irving Park boulevard.

Mrs. Kruse was 
hysterical, and neighbors were obliged to re- 
strain her from doing violence to the Buth- 
mann girl. 

The girl, who is a niece of Mrs. Kruse, 
has made her home with the Kruses for some 
time, and often was left in charge of the baby 
while the parents were absent. At the time 
of the shooting Mr. and Mrs. Kruse were in

Girl Protests Innocence. 
Suddenly the girl came running toward 
Mrs. Kruse, sobbing and unable to make her- 
self understood. The mother, fearing harm,

QUITS CORN JUS" IN TIME. 


GATES’ WISDOM IS SHOWN BY THE 
HEAVY RECEIPTS. 


Farmers Hurry Their Grain to Chica- 
go, but the Steel Magnate Is “Out 
from Under” and Thus Is Saved from 
Embarrassment — Traders Still 
Guessing at How Much Money Was 
Made or Lost and Who the Insiders 
Were—Some Shorts Left. 


The July corn corner was not much more 
than an echo yesterday, nothing being done 
in the deal so far as the Harris-Gates people 
were concerned. 

The one development of the day was the 
fact that shorts are not yet allin. A few 
small ones began covering at the opening of 
change and made the opening quotation 
somewhat erratic between 68% and 66 cents. 
Later it settled back to 65% cents and closed 
at 65% cents. 


Gates’ Wisdom Shown. 

The wisdom of the bull leaders in abandon- 
ing the corner two weeks in advance of its 
natural termination was shown when the 
inspection sheet was posted, showing fresh 
receipts of 458 cars of corn on Chicago side- 
tracks. Of this total 145 cars were contract 
grade, which the leaders would have been 
obliged to take as a means of supporting the 
July price. Otherwise it would have been 
bought in the open cash market by shorts 
and turned in to the Harris-Gates office in 
settlement of contracts. 

There were also 171 cars of the contract 


grade made in the different cleaning 
and dryi houses, making about 500,000 
bushels of the contract grade from all 
sources. 


Ming out of the deal, the bull leaders were 
relieved of the unpleasant necessity of tak- 
ing care of this vast quantity of corn. The 
cash market was firmer than the day before, 
though not particularly brisk. 


Figure on the Profit. 

Almost everybody around the board had a 
different theory to exploit as to the win- 
nihgs or losses of the Gates syndicate. A 
consensus of the best opinion, however, was 
that the syndicate was nominally a little 
ahead on its deal as to the July delivery, but 
Stood to make a substantial loss in the mar- 
keting of its 5,000,000 bushels or so of cash 
corn which it has been forced to accumulate. 

In view of this fact and the strong proba- 
bilities that the corpse” cannot be profit- 
ably disposed of, the corner, as a whole, 
is not looked on as an unqualified success. 

The trade is still guessing as to the iden- 
tity of Mr. Gates associates. It was an- 
nounced in the Harris-Gates offices yester- 
day by one of the managers that the guesses 
eo far made were wide of the mark; that 
the names of the men actually associated 
with Mr. Gates in the July deal had never 
yet been mentioned.

FOR WATER RIGHT 


| Makes a Three-Cornered Con- 


test Over Privileges at 
and Near Joliet. 


TALK OF AN INJUNCTION. 


Site for the Drainage Board 
Dam is Chosen and Work 


Will Begin Today. 


Illinois, through the state canal board, will 
enter the contest already precipitated be- 
tween the drainage board and the Gaylord 
private syndicate for water power privileges 
at and near Joliet, making a hot three cor- 
nered fight. 

The first move promised is an injunction 


| proceeding not only against the syndicate but 


in all likelihood against the drainage board 
also. This action probably will be taken at 
the instance of the canal board, which has 
property interests at Joliet and at the site if 
the syndicate’s proposed dam, which, it is 
claimed, are imperiled by the contemplated 
dams. 


Will Appeal to Governor. 

President C. E. Snively of the canal board 
was in Chicago yesterday with blue prints 
of the proposed dams, and after a number 
of consultations decided to confer at once 
with Gov. Yates. He will urge that imme- 
diate action be taken to protect every right 
of the state, and especially that of the IIIi- 
nois and Michigan canal, which may be ef- 
fected if the Gaylord syndicate succeeds in 
carrying through its plans, backing up the 
water in the river. 

But the drainage board continues active. 
At its meeting yesterday its attorney was 
instructed to take every step necessary to 
secure any additional land needed by the 
board for dam purposes. While this was 
being done Chief Engineer Isham Randolph 
hurried to Joliet and selected a site for the 
board’s dam. A force of men will begin 
work this morning, unless stopped by in- 
junction proceedings. 


Site for Drainage Board Dam. 


The site chosen by Engineer Randolph is 
a short distance above the mouth of Hickory 
creek. The drainage board had a retaining 
wall built to this point several years ago, 
and it will form the eastern end of the pro- 
posed dam. On the west the dam will rest 
on land recently bought by Mr. Gaylord. 
Mr. Randolph was accompanied to Joliet by 
G. M. Wisner, who has been retained by the 
board to devote special attention to the plan 
of developing water power. Mr. Randolph 


“We propose to build a dam near the mouth 
of Hickory creek.

LET THE CHILDREN ALONE. 
It is not surpgising that President Roose- 
velt is annoyed by the publicity which has

“studies, and amusements of his wife and 
children. The public has certain rights, 


Of course, in public men. Even further, 
the public has certain rights in private citi- 
zens. It has come to be a part of present 
“day ethics that what concerns one is likely 
to concern all, and that no man can disas- 
sociate himself from his fellows. “Social 
consciousness bas set in. There is no such 
thing any longer as the right to flout and 
disregard the aggregate of huma beings. 
What the public wants to know i pects 
to know, and will not suffer itself to be de- 
nied. Hence has arisen the custom of al- 
lowing reporters to be present almost every- 
where. The newspapers are the public’s 
eyes. 
| All this may be granted. The current 
setting toward publicity is too broad and 
deep to be dammed up. There yet remain, 
however, certain directions from which that 
‘eurrent should be diverted. Among these 
directions trivial personal gossip stands 
first. It is of no consequence to the world 
whether President Roosevelt's small daugh- 
ter likes pansies or not. Still less is it of 
consequence whether his young son likes 
his ice créam soda with chocolate fla vor- 
ing or with strawberry. Readers do not 
really care for such stuff. If either were 
seriously ill news of their condition would 
be sought by the public. When the head 
of the family is a public man the public is 
concerned in sorrows which visit him. The 
“ordinary round of daily family history, 
however, has no place in the columns of the 
daily newspaper. If it creeps in, two evils 
follow. The children are spoiled by 
notoriety and the public mind is debilitated 
by the gossipy food put before it. The first 
evil is in itself serious enough to be con- 
vincing and conclusive. The president’s 
children ought not to be subjected to an 
ordeal from which they may not escape 
unharmed. They ought not to be sacrificed 
to the unreasonable curiosity of their 
father’s constituents. Nor is the second evil 
unworthy of consideration. Miss Addams 
aks in “ Democracy and Social Ethics ” 


ot the far sweeping, indiscriminate interest

which people are taking nowadays in all 
aspects of life. When held in control this 
interest bears fruit in knowledge. When 
unchecked it means simply mental dissipa- 
tion and incopsequence. 

Of course, when Mr. Roosevelt. ceases 
to be president things will right themselves. 
All unfortunate and undesirable notoriety 
will come to an end. Gossip about his small 
children will come to as sudden an end as did 
the gossip about Mr. Cleveland’s children. 
Mearwhile, however, will not the Ameri- 
can newspapers try to restrain and dis- 
cipline themselves into a more really profit- 
able use of their talent of enterprise? 


THE CORN CORNER. 

Some wealthy men with speculative tastes, 
of whom Mr. John W. Gates is the only 
one whose identity is positively known, have 
been amusing themselves by running a cor- 
ner in corn. The conditions looked fa vor- 
able to them for an undertaking of a kind 
which usually results in failure. Many 
men in this city who have had a high opinion 
of their own shrewdness have had too much 
to do with corn, to their undoing. But Mr. 
Gates and his associates saw a chance for 
a successful speculation. They had an 
abundance of capital and they tried their 
luck. They appear to have had a supply 
of prudence also, for they suddenly stopped 
operations in the middle of the month, in- 
stead of holding on and being loaded down 
with the corn which was being hurried to 
Chicago and which they would have been 
obliged to dispose of at prices much lower 
than those paid for it. 

The public has been surfeited with moral- 
izings about the wickedness of corners. It 
knows they are likely to occur so long as 
speculative trading continues—so long as 
the shorts sell grain they do not possess and 
bold operators think the supply is so limited 
as to give them an opportunity to squeeze 
the shorts and make money by doing so. 
The interest of the public is centered ou 
the question of gains and losses—how 
severely the shorts were punished and what 


who have been punishing them. Unfor- 
tunately for a curious public, losers and 
winners are alike taciturn. They seem to 
think outsiders should not be inquisitive 
about their business affairs. At this 
moment the men who ran the corner cannot 
say what their gains are. They cannot tell 
until they have got rid of the corn delivered 
to them at a price in excess of its real value. 
When they do find out how they stand. they 
will not take the world into their confidence. 
It is to be hoped that their profits will pro ve 
to be so trifling that they will not be tempt- 
ed to try their luck in the corn pit again. 
The running of a grain corner is so hazar- 
dous an affair that the business public looks 
askance at men engaged in it. It is disin- 
clined to look on them as safe financiers. It 
will be better for Mr Gates to let cor- 


ners alone, ey will not add to his 
reputation even when successfully con- 
ducted. 


The guesses as to the gains and losses of 
operators are mere guesses. All that is 
positively known is that some western farm- 
ers and other holders of corn were enabled 
through the high prices which prevailed 
last week to dispose of their stocks to great 
advantage. They are much obliged to the 
men who ran the corner. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THE RELICS! 

The White house grounds have been 
closed to the public at the request of the 
eontractors who are remodeling the build- 
“ng. The relic hunters, who came in shoals, 
got in the way of the workmen. Ordinarily, 
the piles of wreckage near a building which 
is being made over are haunted only by 
ragged boys and girls hunting for bits of 
firewood. Around the heaps of débris in 
the White house ground swarmed well 
dressed men and women, who carried off as 
precious relics hand made nails and bits 
of plastering whose only value lay in the 
fact that they came from an historic build- 
ing. 

What becomes of trumpery relics of this 
kind? What becomes of other relics which 
are dishonestly acquired? There have been 
relic hunters who have cut out pieces from 
White house curtains, have broken off bits 
of bronze and marble from statues, and 
have conveyed or stolen whatever odds and 
ends they could lay their hands on in an 
imperial yacht. They are the dangerous 
collectors of relics. They hold nothing 
sacred. There is no precious work of art 
they would not mutilate to get a souvenir 
the ownership of which they dare not 
boast of. So infrequently do men or women 
display to visitors these petty trophies, 
whether legitimately or illegitimately ac- 
quired, that one is led to the conclusion 
the relics are hoarded as jealously as a 


thrown away soon after they have been ob- 
tained, as a child’s broken toy is thrown 
away. 

Immediately after the fire of 1871 a fever 
or relics attacked Chicagoans. Every- 
body wanted a memento of the disaster. 
Some bought from the men who peddled 
them on the streets and others dug out of 
the ruins for themselves bits of iron work, 
glassware and china, half burned packs 
of cards, or half a dozen articles fused to- 
gether by the intense heat of the conflagra- 
tion. All the relics seem to have disap- 
peared. They have been thrown away as 
old junk or stored away and forgotten. 

The nails and bits of woodwork which 
have been picked out of the heaps of White 
house débris may seem of singular value for 
the moment to their possessors. Probably 
it will not be long before that rubbish goes 
the way of the Chicago fire relics. 


A COMPROMISE WITH THE VATICAN. 

For the last three days the reports of the 
negotiations between Judge Taft and the 
vatican have suggested that the administra- 
tion was inclined to accept a compromise 
rather than see the negotiations fall through. 
The cardinal secretary of state is said to be 
opposed to the church’s recalling the friars 
because the step would cost him the sup- 
port of the Spanish cardinals when the time 
comes for the election of a new pope. It is 
further said that the pope himself, although 
he unquestionably has the power to do so, 
is unwilling to agree formally to the with- 
drawal of the orders for reasons of policy. 
Only those friars who have not been driven 
from their parishes are to serve as parish 
priests. The inference is that the rest are 
to be supported by church funds raised in 
the archipelago. 

There are not a score of friars in the Phil- 
ippines outside of the city of Manila, where 
there are nearly 400, mostly refugees from 
the provinces. Whatever the technical 
rights of the friars may be there is no ques- 
tion of the equity of the case. The property 
which the friars hold they were given as 
agents of the church to support them in the 
performance of their missionary duties. It 
was not for their enjoyment but for the bene- 
fit of the barbarous people of the Philippines 
that they were sent to the archipelago and 
endowed with vast resources. Since of 
twenty score friars in the Philippines only 
one score can live outside of Manila with-

be able to perform the duties for which they 
were sent to the islands. The property they 
hold they should deliver to the church for 
the support of the missionaries who take 
their places. The property of the diocese 
of Chicago is no less church property be- 
cause it is in the name of the bishop and by 
him is left to his successor. The United 
States might, with perfect legal right, claim 
title to the lands in the Philippines on which 
the churches are built. The great cathedral 
in Manila is the property of the sovereign 
power, but morally it belongé to the people 
of the church for whom it was built pre- 
cisely as does the church of the Augustin- 
ians, a stone’s throw from the cathedral. 
In behalf of the people of the islands the 
United States has offered to pay the friars 
for what they hold in trust for the people. 
This is more than fair to the orders. If the 
church refuses to recall the orders it should 
be with the clear understanding that no pro- 
tection will be given their members and 
that they will receive no assistance in the 
collection of their rents. The retention of 
the friars in the Philippines will be a con- 
fession of weakness on the part of the vati- 
can officials. It will be painful to see a 
great church consenting to a hindrance to 
its work on account of ecclesiastical politics. 


ENGLISHMEN AGAIN ALARMED. 

The English newspapers are discussing 
another American attack on a great domes- 
tic industry. They say the position of Lan- 
eashire as the world’s greatest cotton center 
is menaced. Speculators in America are 
forcing up the price of cotton so that mill 
owners will have to pay about $100,000,000 
extra for raw material between now and 
October unless something is done.” The 
mill men are in a quandary as to what the 
„something shall be. 

The American speculators are not the 
only enemies to be dealt with. More cotton 
factories are being built in India and finer 
yarns spun there. The profitable trade of 
Lancashire with that part of the world is 
falling away. If the English mill owners 
governed India they would close every mill 
and compel the Hindoos to clothe themselves 
in English made cottons, 

’ Laneashire long has been the world’s 
greatest cotton center. That it shall retain 
the position indefinitely is something the 
English mill owners have no right to expect. 
The great cotton growing country—the 
United States—is the one which should be, 
and will be, the great cotton spinning coun- 
try. The south will produce the coarser and 
New England the finer fabrics. Lancashire 
will remain a great cotton center, but it 
must yield the palm of supremacy in time to 
the United States. 

British pride has suffered many severe 
shocks of late. The United States leads in 
the production of iron and steel. It is buying 
up British steamship lines and aiming to 
control the commerce of the north Atlantic. 
Hardly a day passes without the English 
papers chronicling a new American inva- 
sion or an attack on another British indus- 
try. It is the cotton industry that is threat- 
ened now. In a day or two another industry 
will be said to be the object of attack of the 
awful Americans. 


A CHANCE FOR OUR MANUFACTURERS. 

The next meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers will be held at 
New Orleans in April. That city was se- 
lected as the place for the meeting at the 
urgent request of its manufacturers. They 
gave assurances that all the northern men 
who go to New Orleans next spring, 
when the weather is far more agreeable 
there than in the chilly north, shall have an 
enjoyable and a profitable time. There 
is every reason to believe the assurances 
will be fully lived up to. 

It is especially desirable that manufac- 
turers from Illinois and neighboring states 
should make their arrangements to attend 
the meeting of the national association. 
Not only will they be most hospitably treat- 
ed by the people of a hospitable city but 
they will meet members of the association 
from, all the southern states and also rep- 
resentative: business men from Mexico, 
Central America, the West Indies, and 
South America. They will be brought face 
to face with the men whom it is to their 
interest to know, for business relations can 
be established with them which will be 
mutually profitable. It is agreed that the 
United States should participate to a great- 
er extent than it does in the commerce of 
South and Central American countries. 
One important step in the direction of 
greater participation is becoming acquaint- 
ed with the business men of those coun- 
tries. 

Prominent Chicago business men are io 
pay a visit te Texas next fall to become 
better acquainted with the people and the 
resources of that immense state. The visit 
will have valuable results. A large attend- 
ance of manufacturers from Chicago and 
other parts of the west at the meeting to 
be held next year at New Orleans will also 
be productive of good results. It will bring 
western men into closer touch with the lead- 
ers of industry in that part of the country 
which is developing most rapidly. It is 
most important to establish close and cordial 
relations with them. There should be a 
full representation of manufacturers from 
this part of the country at the next meeting 
of the national association. 


WHAT ABE EXECUTIVE OFFICERS FOR 

Mr. Kiolbassa’s ideas about the enforce- 
ment of ordinances are queer.

Mr. Kiolbassa seems to think that it is em- 
powered to make distinctions. It is not em- 
powered to make distinctions.

It is supposed to act effectively and 
remorselessly. An ordinance may be good. 
It may be bad. To the building department 
it is neither. It is simply an ordinance, 
which means that people must comply with 
its terms. 

Mr. Kiolbassa has taken steps against a 
building inspector because a certain report, 
which should have been made, was not 
made. Who will take steps against Mr. 
Kiolbassa? The confessions made before 
the committee of investigating aldermen 
would warrant steps of a most rapid and 
final kind. Mr. Kiolbassa has too fine a 
scorn for small” things. Besides, his con- 
ception of the meaning of the word “ small ” 
is dangerous to the city. His eye is the re- 
verse of telescopic. He does not make 
mountains out of mole hills. He makes mole 
hills out of mountains. Do fireproof walls 
one can run a walking stick through seem 
to him to constitute a small detail?

Kiolbassa’s grand manner Nothing seems 
to be “ of much importance” in Mr. Kiol- 
bassa’s office. Outside of that office, how- 
ever, the health of the people is being en- 
dangered by insanitary tenements and their 
lives are being endangered by “ fireproof ” 
buildings which are more tinder than asbes- 
tos. Whatever Mr. Kiolbassa may think of 
it, Chicagoans do not regard it as a small 
thing to get burned up. 

Mr. Kiolbassa says if the ordinances were 
enforced building in Chicago would stop. 
It would not, but if it did that is not his 
affair. It is his business to enforce the ordi- 
nances. That is what he is paid for. 

Mr. Kiolbassa confessedly is not the man 
for the place he holds. How long will the 
mayor let him hold it? 


THE END OF THE STRIKE. 

The peaceful settlement of the freight 
handlers’ strike, which for a week inter- 
fered so seriously with Chicago trade, is 
due largely to the untiring efforts of the 
State Board of Arbitration, and especially 
of Mr, Job, its chaifman. The power for 
good of a state board of arbitration, though 
it can do no more than suggest and recom- 
mend, has been signally illustrated. Chair- 
man Job and his colleagues have earned 
the hearty thanks of Chicagoans who have 
been subjected to inconvenience and loss by 
the recent interference with traffic. | 

The board would not have been so suc- 
cessful in arguing with the freight handlers 
had it not been for the determined: stand 
of the officers of the Teamsters’ National 
association against. the sympathetic strike 
of the members of the local organizations. 
Tht officers realized the evil consequences 
of such a strike and forced the men back 
into line. Whatever reproaches may be 
addressed to the teamsters who were mo- 
mentarily untrue to their agreement, it 
must not be forgotten that their officers 
believe in loyalty to agreements and had 
sufficient influence with the men to get them 
to go back to work. 

The president of the freight handlers or- 
ganization is quoted as saying that— 

There is one lesson to be learned from this strike 
—that is, no representative labor body should 
agree not to engage in a sympathetic strike 
where the principles of unionism are directly at- 
tacked. That was the case with the teamsters. 
In my opinion the arbitration agreement between 
them and the team owners should be altered and 
the power withdrawn from the executive board 
of any and all organizations to make such agree- 
ments without being first approved by the mem- 
bers at large. 

Impatient words spoken in the bitterness 
of defeat are not to be criticised too sharp- 
ly. But it should be impressed upon Presi- 
dent Curran that the interests of organized 
labor are best served by pledges to refrain 
from sympathetic strikes under any circum- 
stances. An agreement to refrain from 
such strikes “ unless the principles of union- 
ism are directly attacked —with union 
men as the judges—would not be worth 
the paper it was written on. It would be 
like a total abstinence pledge to be kept 
until the man who made it felt he impera- 
tively needed a drink. : 

The lack of a sense of responsibility on 
the part of labor organizations is often 
complained of. They are accused of a 
desire to rule their employers when they 
cannot rule themselves. Members of these 
organizations—the Chicago teamsters, for 
instance—sometimes behave more like chil- 
dren than like grown men. Not until or- 
ganized labor outgrows its childishness and 
irresponsibility and learns to make contracts 
and keep them can it look to being treated 
as an equal by organized capital. President 
Curran being sore over his defeat gives 
bad advice.

NORMANDY PEASANT MAIDEN. | 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


Normandy is one of the northern depart- 
ments of France, lying on both sides of the 
Seine along the English channel. To the 
west is Brittany; to the east the Nether- 
lands. Normandy came into existence as a 
territorial district in 912, when the duke of 
France, by treaty, ceded it to the Scandi- 
navian chief, Rolf, who held it by conquest. 
After William the Conqueror took Eng- 
land, Normandy was closely related to that 
throne, but in 1204 it again came under the 
domination of France; was retaken by Eng- 
land in the fifteenth century, and finally 
was annexed to France in 1449. 

In many ways the people of Normandy 
are unique in France, presenting as they do 
the most completely Teutonized district of 
the republic. As stated in a former article 
in THe TriIspuN»E, France ie made up of three 
races—the Alpine, or Celtic, the Teutonic, 
and the Mediterranean. The fundamental 
stock is doubtless the Alpine, or Celtic, this 
primitive type having persisted, despite the 
inroads of the Teuton, as in Alsace-Lor- 
raine, where the Teutonic influence has been 
almost entirely eliminated, except as to 
etature. In Italy the aboriginal stock is 
becoming more’ or less predominant, and 
casting off the ethnic influences of the 
foreigner. 

But in Normandy the process has been 
reversed, for there has been a complete 
ethnic conquest. The foreigner has absorbed 
the native type; the Teuton has practic- 
ally eliminated the Celtic stock. Normandy 
is today the lightest haired district in 
France, in marked contrast to the in- 
habitants of Brittany, where the natives are 
dark and short—markedly Celtic or Alpine. 
In western Normandy and east Brittany 
about 30 per cent of lightness is the rule, 
while in Normandy proper 40 to @ per cent 
are light. They have the long head 
(dolichocephalic) of the Teuton, and his 
taller stature, light hair and eyes. The 
remarkable fact about it is that this particu- 
lar district is alone Teuton, while Brittany, 
next door, is one of the most Celtic of 
French departments. It is the place where, 
alone, in all France, the original Celtic 
language still exists. 

The marked difference is accounted for, 
of course, by the granting of Normandy 
to the Normans, who conquered it in the 
tenth century, and in the following centuries 
filled it with people of Teuton. blood from 
the north. Hills and forests to the south 
and west gave the Celts a vantage ground 
against invasion, which, together with the 
fact that the Normans tended to move to- 
wards Paris, the mecca@lof invaders, saved 
Brittany, but made Normandy Teuton in 
everything except language. French has 
been always spoken there except in a small 


Normans and Saxons united and spoke Teu- 
tonic dialects. 

The Normandy peasants, one of which 
class is the subject of the nature study in 
THE TRIBUNE today, are said to show clear- 
ly the Teuton descent in the long face, thin 
nose, light hair and eyes, and taller stature 
as distinguished from the-round face, broad 
nose, dark hair and eyes, and short stature 
of the Alpine type in Brittany, where that 
stock has continued to be protected from 
earliest times, largely by the peninsular 
form of the department. Like the Teuton, 
the people of Normandy are today slower 
and more circumspect than the typical, ac- 
tive Frenchmen of more southern depart- 
ments.

Dig Decrease in Bradstreet’s. 
Statistically the position of wheat was 
strong. Bradstreet’s report showed a de- 
crease in the world’s visible of 2,908,000 bu. 
This was admitted a big figure, though not as 
large as the decrease 4 year ago. The pri- 
mary wheat receipts were only 885,600 bu, 
compared with 1,116,400 bu a year ago. Both 
Minneapolis and Duluth had less wheat 
thah a week ago, though receipts here. were 
Gonsiderably larger. There were 125 cars 
on the inepection sheet, of which 120 were 
new, a much iarger proportion of the latter 
han the sheet has recently been showing. 
e total at the three points was 340 cars, 
as compared with 250 cars a week ago and 
860 cars last year. The southwestern mar- 
kets were better supplied, having 330,800 bu, 
against 172,000 bu the previous week and 
425,000 bu last year. The free receipts in the 
southwestern markets was the cause of con- 
siderabie selling by traders at those points. 
Surrounding markets were somewhat drag- 
gy and showed little life, and the local cash 
tfadé was more or less indifferent. The price 
favored a shipping business, but demand was 
largely lacking at the seaboard, 515,400 bu 
being cleared.

Oats Shorts Cover Freely. 


Shorts did considerable covering in oats 
and prices were strong, especially for the 
duly deliveries, which were hard to buy. 
The close showed an advance of ic for both 
old and new style July contracts. Septem- 
ber new stylé at one time was up 
but closed at „e reaction from the top. 

Small receipts and light stocks governed 
the July trading. It is the growing impres- 
sion in the pit that there is trouble ahead for 
July shorts, especially those in the old 
style contracts, because of the limited sup- 
ply of No. 2 mixed oats available for de- 
livery. Sentiment in the more distant futures 
was influenced largely by the crop bul- 
letins issued by the weather bureau, 
Which claimed oats in many sections 
had been greatly damaged by June 
and July rains. Offerings for a time 
were light, but on the.advance there 
_ seemed to be more selling of both September 
and December by the same people who led 
the Selling in those months in the previous 
Session. Cash market was firm, with niore 
inquiry from the east.

Provision Market keatureless.

While the flour market 
is dull and more or less.indifferent, there is 
no positive depression in it, nor are the mill- 
ers suffering particularly for wheat. 

Recent cyclonic storms throughout the oats 
sections of Wisconsin are said to have 
wrought a great deal of damage, and other 
sections have not altogether escaped. There 
were “samples on the floor yesterday from 
Humboldt county, Ia., said to be from the 
best flelds in the county, which it was esti- 
mated would not thrash out over 20 Ibs to 
the bushel. The wet weather is said to have 
hurt the quality seriously all over the state 
and the crop will grade low. The yield will 
also be materially reduced. Reports from 
points in Illinois that have expected fine 
yields of good quality are coming in quite 
discouraging. Rust is prevaient and many 
fields are badly lodged.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAY WORLD. 


Effort Being Made to Ind War on Rates 
In Atlantic Coast Excursi 
Trafic. 


In an effort to prevent a demoralization 
of the Atlantic coast excursion business 
the representatives of the trunk lines are 

to secure the consent of all the east- 
ern lines to withdraw the excursion rates 
offered on July 31, Aug. 7, and Aug. 14. It 
is not believed the attempt will be success- 
‘ful and the competition for that class of 
business probably will become stronger than 
ever. 

The trouble started in the announcement 
of low rates by the Pennsylvania and Bal- 
timore and Ohio roads. The Wabash im- 
mediately arranged with a number of east- 
ern roads for reduced rates on the same 
dates and began selling tickets on the same 
basis as its two competitors. 

The Lake Shore then went a step farther 
and did not require a deposit of 50 cents 
when the return part of the ticket was pre- 
sented to its agent to be stamped. Then 
the Pennsylvania discontinued the 50 cent 
deposit requirement. 


Lake Shore Scores Advantage. 

The Lake Shore as a next m@ve only re- 
quired the return ticket to be presented to 
any one of its eastern agents on any day 
its holder desired to return. As a result 
the Lake Shore will carry the bulk of the 
excursion business today, this being the first 
date on which the reduced fare tickets are 
good going east. 

Not to be outdone in the fight, the Wabash 
announced a reduction of 20 per cent on 
its western lines on the days of the excur- 
sions. The Chicago Great Western there- 
upon announced a rate of 629.50 from St. 
Paul to the Atlantic coast, and a rate of 
$30.50 from Kansas City. a last straw 
the Grank Trunk announced its intention 
of making the same rate to Montreal. 

While the reduced fares are not expected 
to affect the regular business, the failure 
of the roads to require their tickets to be 
deposited with their agents throws down the 
bars for the benefit of the ticket scalpers, 
who are expected to reap a harvest as a re- 
sult, 


Patch Up a Difference. 

The Western Passenger association has 
issued a circular canceling the letter an- 
nouncing the withdrawal of the Union Pa- 
cific from the western immigration bureau. 
The announcement is taken as an indication 
that the differences in the bureau over the 
immigration business has been adjusted at 
the Colorado Springs meeting. It is pre- 
sumed that the Santa, Fé and, Southern Pa- 
cific receded from their former demands 
and that a compromise was effected satis- 
factory to all. 

Wabash Reaching Out. 

The Wabash is reported to be seeking 
the control of the Wisconsin and Michigan 
with a view of getting into the copper 
regions of Michigan. President Ashley of 
the Ann Arbor railway was in Menominee 
recently and made known the intentions of 
his road to tap that region. The Ann Arbor 
road is a Wabash property. If the Wabash

HIGHEST PRAISE ACCORDED 
SIX SECRETARIES OF STATE. 


Prof. Hart of Harvard Commends Sew- 


ard, Fish, Evarts, Blaine, Olney, and 
Hay for Their Statesmanship. 


Highest praise for six of America's great 
secretaries of state was given yesterday af- 
ternoon by Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart of 
Hartford in his lecture at the University of 
Chicago. He was discussing The Monroe 
Doctrine and Tranqulllity,” and he men- 
tioned these six statesmen as those who had 
the wisest policy m regard to the supremacy 
of the United States in the western hemis- 
phere. 

The six greatest secretaries of state that 
our country has had,” he said. were Seward 
under Lineoln, Fish under Grant, Evarts 
under Hayes, Blaine under Harrison, Olney 
under Cleveland, and John Hay, our present 
secretary. 

Seward is entitled to a high place for 
what he did concerning Mexico at the time 
of the civil war, and for his far-sighted 
statesmanship in the purchase of Alaska. 
He chased Russia off thie continent. His 
doctrine was that of the paramount interest 
of the United States. 

Fish was strong in his stand for commer- 
cial interests and the canal question. He was 
one of the few who strongly upheld the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

“‘Evarts’ doctrine was that the United 


States was not necessarily the paramount in- 


terest in America, but that if the canal was 
to be built, the United States should have 
absolute control. 

Blaine was a great statesman in many 
points, but he failed in some of his efforts be- 
cause he attempted the impossible. He was 
strong because he was determined to keep the 
United States in the lead. 

“Olney was a flery, energetic man. He 
believed that the United States had the 
right to do anything it wanted to do here in 
America. 

“John Hay is not only the greatest secre- 
tary we have ever had, but I do not hesitate 
to say he is the greatest living diplomat. He 
knows what the United States wants, and he 
knows how to get it. He goes about it in a 
quiet way, without any bravado or show of 
force, 2 he accomplishes just what he sets 
out 5
